GHOST CAR GETS 
LAST PASSENGER. 


Midnight Specter Earns Nickel 
-_ as City Authorities Are 
Threatening to Tear 

Up the Tracks. 


STOP HORSES FOR LUNCH. 


Men Who Pilot the Rickety Phan- 
_ tom Say “ There’s No Hurry” 
and Then Visit for 
a While. 


Lumbering along over rails that may soon 
feel the sledges of the city’s wrecking gang 
Chicago’s one night ghost car actually had a 
passenger yesterday morning. 

It was the first time in five years that any 
One other than the crew has ridden on the 


| car, and it may be the last time the conductor 


will be called on toring upa fare. Follow- 
ing the destruction of the abandoned tracks 
in Fortieth avenue on Saturday, the city au- 
thorities are preparing to begin a fight against 
other franchises which have been allowed to 
lapse. 

Both state and federal courts have sus- 
tained the city’s right to act. 


Streets Where Ghosts Walk. 

The investigation which already is under 
Way revealed a number of ghost cars, of 
which the downtown phantom is king. 
Other streets which are afflicted are: 


Rhodes avenue, between Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
ninth streets; car runs once a day over dead track; 
never known to carry a passenger. 

Adams street east to Michigan avenue, thence 
to postoffice; never has a passenger. 

Two South Chicago lines which operate one car 


“The only night ghost car I know of is 
the old wreck that is hauled around down- 
town,’’ said Capt. Gibbons yesterday. But 
the Michigan avenue and the Rhodes avenue 
ghost cars are still doing business.”’ 

The congestion of the downtown streets 
forces the business district ghost to travel 
at night like its brothers in the cemeteries. 


Gets a Passenger at Last. 

The passenger who relieved the monotony 
of the night ghost car’s crew clambered on 
the dilapidated vehicle at Fifth avenue and 
Washington streetrshortiy before 2 o'clock. 
The lean and hungry looking horses strained 
under the burden; the melancholy conductor 
looked appealingly at the driver, and the 
dust covered phantom car creaked and 
groaned. 

“* Where. are you going?” the conductor 
finally stammered. 

“ Any place that you care to take me.”’ 

The conductor seemed satisfied that his 
passenger—a TRIBUNE reporter—was only 


fare. 

A yank at a cord that connected with an 
antiquated registering device brought a 
shower of dust down on the lone passenger's 
head, and the sound of the gong which reg- 
istered the cash caused the horses to jump. 

The interior of the car had a musty smell 
and the buildings along the streets were not 
visible through: the windows, which were 
smeared with grime. 

When La Salle street was reached the car 
gave a series of jolts, jumped the track, and 
took a course over cobble stones to the un- 
uged track in La Salle street. 


Just a “ Special ” Line, 

“Don’t you run on the tracks?” the pas- 
senger asked, innocently. 

** No,” the conductor replied. ‘“ This is a 
special line, and it runs everywhere.”’ 

This statement was borne out during the 
remainder of the trip. Whenever the driver 
came to the end of one of the unused sec- 
tions of track he drove along in the street 
until he could connect with another. 

From La,Salle street the car traversed 
the unu track in Randolph street be- 
tween La Salle and Dearborn. It ran east 
in Randolph to State street, and there made 
a wild flight over the asphalt paving to the 
unused track in Statc street that runs parallel 
to the cable tracks, and west of them to 
Washington street. 


Ghost Jumps the Track. 

At Washington street the ghost took wings 
again and headed toward Lake Michigan. 
If the purpose was suicide the fates had 
willed some other fate, for when Michigan 
avenue was reached the ghost jumped the 
track. After a series of ‘‘ whoas the horses 
were stopped and hitched to the back end of 
the car, which finally was dragged on to 
the rails again. 

About this time harsh remarks came from 
the windows of the fire engine house on the 
corner, 


at 2 o'clock with its infernal noise,” said 
Charles Dennehy, one of the firemen. ‘‘ Some 
day we'll put it out of business.”’ 

“They're city employés,”’ mused the con- 
ductor, “‘and city employés always have a 
kick coming.”’ 

At 2:10 o’clock the ghost started west on 
Washington street om the south track. 


No Need of Haste. 
“We'd better go a little slow,” said the 
conductor, yawning. ‘“‘ We've got plenty of 


time.’’ 


Then, turning to the passenger, he con- 
tinued: 

“ You see, this is a special line, and we run 
on the tracks that the electric cars can’t 
so on. O, yes, just to keep the franchises 
alive."’ 

At Fifth avenue the car turned south. A 
policeman standing on the corner made some 
slighting remark, and the conductor turned 
to the passenger and whispered: 

“ He’s another one of them city employés. 
They laugh at us hard working men.”’ 

At Madison street the ghost turned west to 
Franklin and covered the unused track be- 
tween Madison and Adams. It was 2:80 
when the car arrived at its Adams and 
Franklin street station. There the horses 
were brought to a standstill, the driver tied 
the reins to a post, and joined the conductor 
inside the car. 7 


Twenty Minutes for Refreshments. 

Then the two men planted themselves near 
the big stove and calmly ate their lunch. 

“We have to wait here for the last electric 
car to go west,”” volunteered the conductor. 
“We might hinder its progress if we went 
ahead.’’ 

“ And it’s no disgrace to work on this car, 
either—it’s as good as any other,”’ was the 
conductor’s rejoinder. 

Finally tRe last electric car passed. The 
horses were awakened and at 3:15 the ghost 
began its weary way back to the barns at 
Madison street and Western avenue. It went 
over the Adams street bridge out of choice—

SCHWAB IS SERIOUSLY ILL 


STRICKEN WHILE DRIVING WITH 
MOTHER AND SISTER. 


Work in "tor Suit Against 


the United States Steel Corporation 

Believed to Have Been Real Reason 
for Breakdown—President of Big 

Company Unable to Walk from Car- 

riage to Door of His Home—Nervous 

Prostration the Cause. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 26.—[Special.]— 
Weakened by worry over important litiga- 
tion in which his company is involved, 
Charles M. Schwab, president of the United 
States Steel corporation; was taken i!! sud- 
denly this afternoon and tonight friends are 
seriously alarmed over his condition. 

Mr. Schwab is suffering from nervous pros- 
tration. At midnight his physician, Dr. 
Marvel, issued the following statement: 

“Mr. Schwab was attacked with severe 
nervous prostration while out driving this 
evening with his wife and two children. The 
attack was due to the great mental strain he 
has been under the last month. Mr. Schwab 
must have absolute rest and quiet for the 
next week. In that time he will be able to 
be out again, as well as ever.” | 

The attack came while Mr. Schwab was 
out driving in company with his mother and 
sister, and, although the steel official seem- 
ingly was in the best of health when he 


' started, he reached home tco weak to walk | 


from the carriage to his door. 

The party had driven about for more than 
an hour and at Mr. Schwab's own sugges- 
tion the coachman was instructed to turn 
the horses towards Chelsea on the road 
known as the Longport Speedway, a stone 
road level almost as a floor and skirting 
the ocean for a distance of five miles. The 
road is used exclusively for the enjoyment 
of the fashionables and the lovers of good 
horsefiesh. 


Asks Driver to Hurry Home, 

Not more than a mile had been covered 
when Mr. Schwab complained of feeling 
sick, and, turning to his sister, told her to 
have the driver to hurry home. Up until 
this time Mr. Schwab had been joking and 
laughing with his mother and sister, and 
neither had noticed the slightest approach 
of illness, nor had he complained in the 
least since he had greeted the members 
of his family upon his arrival. 

The carriage was driven home hastily, and 
upon its arrival Mr. Schwab was so weak 


'that he had to be helped by two servants 


from the curb to the doorway. There he 
rested for a short time and was then taken 
to his room and Dr. Marvel was summoned. 

As soon as the physician arrived Mr. 
Schwab was given a sedative, and a few 
hours later it was said at the house that 
although the nervous attack had been a 
severe one, yet at that time Mr. Schwab 
was resting fairly comfortably. The physi- 
cian, however, will be in immediate call in 
case the patient has a recurrence of the 
attack. 

Sister Shows She Is Worried. 

_At the house tonight Mr. Schwab's sister 
stated that, although her brother was suf- 
fering considerably, it was hoped that an- 
other attack would be averted and the 


or two. She spoke, however, in-a rather 
hesitating manner, canveying the idea that 
Mr. Schwab was a much sicker man than 
the family cared to have known. 

Mr. Schwab, upon his arrival here this 
morning, went immedi:.tely to his cottage 
and spent the greater portion of the day with 
his family. About 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
he started out alone for a walk and was gone 
for more than an hour. He was greeted by 
a number of his friends, who commented 


| upon how well he was looking. 


For several weeks Mr. Schwab has been 
complaining, and it was known by his in-

WIRELESS PHONE. 
IN REACH OF ALL 


British Company Will Put a 
‘ Wonderful New Inven- 
on the Market 
at Once. te 


DRY BATTERY IS ENOUGH. 


Extensive Machinery of the Mar- 
coni System Is Not Neces- 
sary in the New 
Device. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, July 26—The Westminster 
Gazette today announced that a company 
had been formed. with a nominal capital of 
$875,000, which has been privately sub- 
scribed, for the purpose of operating the 
Armstrong-Orling system of wireless teleg- 

phy. The company will begin operations 
on a large scale almost immediately. Two 
factories will be erected in England and 
France at places which have already been 
selected. Everything in connection with the 
new scheme down toan illustrated catalogue 
and price list is ready. The Gazette says: 

“A perusal of an advance proof of the cata- 
logue suggests the possibility that every one 
will be enabled within six months to buy for 
a moderate price a handy wireless telegraph 
and telephone apparatus for private installa- 
tion and use. It will be the simplest matter 
to connect all the rooms in a house or to 
connect a house with the city. Patents have 
been taken out by the Armstrong-Orlin peo- 
ple, whose system differs in many important 
respects from that of Sig. Marconi. 

Neither Wires Nor Poles. 

This development, it is said, is the out- 
come of experiments made at Hughenden in 
the autumn of 1901, when electrical impulses 
were sent through the ground without 
wires and without the high poles used by 
Marconi. Among the experiments was one 
of the steering gear of a torpedo lying at a 
distance of 500 yards in a ditch filled with 
water. The torpedo was moved at will to 
the right or left by pressing or releasing 
the lever of a small transmitter, into which 
the electrical current of a small battery had 
been conducted. In a similar manner an 
electric lamp raised on a high pole far out 
in the flelds was lighted and extinguished. 

In all cases the electric current was, 
generated by an ordinary Bunsen carbon and 
zinc battery and then led through a transmit- 
ter, which was kept in a case no larger than 
a good sized cigar box into the ground. 
Thence the impulses speedily traveled to 
their destination, where the receiver was 
Waiting. In‘ the transmitter and re- 
celver are embedded the secrets of Arm- 
strong’s and Orling’s inventions. Last 
autumn one or two m seem o be the 
limits of telegraphing of telephoning through 
the ground. -Since then Armstrong.and Or- 
ling, with eleven Swedish assiztants, have 
enormously increased the power of the 
transmitter and the sensitiveness of the re- 


ceiver. 

. Within Reach of All. 

The Westminster Gazette says it is in- 
formed in their behalf now that they can 
telegraph or telephone fully five miles, and 
by the time the company is in working order 
they expect to be prepared to sell an ap- 
paratus with which every one will be able 
to telegraph or telephone anywhere within 
at least twenty miles. The ground is always 
used as a conductor. 

All that is needed is to connect the tele- 
phones in a room with the transmitter or 
receiver by means of a short wire with the 
nearest gas or water pipe, which will carry 
the current to and from theearth. The walls 
of houses do not form any obstacle. 

When telegraphing at a greater distance 
than twenty miles 
company is still forced to use the air as a 
conductor of the shooting electrical sparks 
from station to station. This requires high 
poles at both ends, but they claim that these 
poles will be only one-tenth the height of 
those used by Sig. Marconi in order to be 
effective for the same distance. They also 
claim that they are able to send 100 letters 
in the same time that it takes Marconi to 
send six. 

Uses Small Dry Battery. 

They say their “ relays,”” or an appliance 
used for catching or receiving the elec- 
trical impulse shot through the air from 
station to station, is far more sensitive than 
any ever invented and is fifty times more 
sensitive than Thompson’s syphon recorder. 
It is so sensitive that a Gry battery con- 
sisting of a piece of zinc of microscopic size 
and an infinitesimal plece of carbon will 
work it. In a test with Marconi’s Siemens 
‘‘relay ” the latter with eight volts recorded 
electrical impulses at 1,699 miles. The Arm- 
strong-Orling people claim that their “ re- 
lay" with only one volt worked even at 1,299 
miles. 

According to advance proofs of the price 
list the charge for transmitters for sending 
Morse signals short distances will be $50 
and for long distances $75, in addition to a 
royalty of $5 per year. A complete telephone 
outfit for short distances will cost $20 with 
a yearly royalty of $5. The prices of the 
relays are left blank for the present, but will 
‘be filled up later on. 


Wireless System for the Navy. 

Washington, D. C., July 26.—The navy de- 
partment, having decided to equip the fight- 
ing ships of the American navy with a wire- 
less system of telegraphy, within a few days 
a board consisting probably of five members 
will be appointed to investigate the whole 
subject, to decide upon the system to be In- 
stalled, and to work out plans for the educa- 
tion and training of men to operate it aboard 
the ships.

SUBURBAN CONSTABULARY IS 
READY FOR sCORCHERS. 


From Evanston to Lake Forest Chauf- 

feurs Out for a Sunday Whirl Will 
-Encounter Ambushed Enemy—Logs 
Will Be Rolled Across Streets of 
Highland Park, While Glencoe Will 
Use a Cable Blockade — Justice 
Courts Prepared for Business. 


There is trouble in store for chauffeurs 
who violate the speed ordinances of north 
shore towns today. A run up Sheridan road 
m a devil wagon will contain more excite- 
ment than that found in the mere piloting of 
&n automobile over the ground at the rate 
of forty miles an hour. 

Village constabulary will swarm about the 
roadside with clubs, guns, cables, and ropes. 
If these fail trunks of trees will be rolled in 
the way of the scorchers. In every town 
plans were made yesterday for an attack on 
the defiant drivers. 

The line of attack will extend from Evans- 
ton to Lake Forest, taking mm all of the in- 
termediate towns. It is on Sunday that the 
chauffeur is most in evidence, and the police 
will put forth a supreme effort today, because 
they have not always been successful in their 
encounters with devil wagons: during the 
last week. Besides, horses have been 
frightened and people driving have narrowly 
escaped injury on several occasions. De- 
mands have been made on the municipal 
authorities by these people that the scorcher 
be caught and punished. 


Must Dodge Through Evanston. 

Going north the chauffeur will first play 
hide and seek with the police in the shade 
of the Evanston streets. There are so man¥ 
ways of going through the town that it Us 
not expected all of the offenders will be cap- 
tured, but pickets will be stationed all day 
on Sheridan road, Forest and Hinman ave- 
nues—and a few others yet to be selected— 
and Capt. Mersch and Detective Keefe will 
patrol the town in a light wagon. 

Evanston, however, will be only the be- 
ginning of the trouble. In Wilmette, two 
miles north, Chief of Police Seeber and sev- 
eral Meutenants will lay in wait on the 
streets most frequented by the devil wagons 
and capture all they can. Mayor Herdmann 
of Winnetka and his constabulary will re- 
sort to the rope plan to stop the machines 
in that town. : 


Log Rolling in Highland Park. 

At Lake Forest and Highland Park a watch 
will be kept for the chauffeurs coming south. 
Mayor Evans of Highland Park has aban- 
doned the rope and expects to roll logs across 
the paths of the approaching scorchers. The 
chauffeur will be warned in time to stop be- 
fore he strikes the obstructions. 

If a driver going either north or south es- 
capes the police of all these towns, he prob- 
ably will meet his Waterloo when he en- 
counters the steel cable stretched across 
Sheridan road in Glencoe by Mayor Dennis. 
Nearly all week chauffeurs have been told 
they must drive slowly through Glencoe. 
The Mayor has concluded the time has come 
to show his powers. Justice “Gus” Lane 
will be ready all day to convene court and 
the prisoners will be hustled before him as 
as they-are captured. ~~ 


Laying for a White Auto. 

An especially sharp watch will be kept fer 
the driver of a white auto, who has laughed 
at the police a dozen times as he eluded them. 
Yesterday Policemen Matthews and Hall 
captured the machine.

DRAG ONE FROM A CAR, 


Peace Effort Fails and the Boys 
Who Are Out Declare They - 
Are in the Fight to 
a Finish. 


The telegraph companies delivered mes- 
Sages yesterday under police escort. Scores 
of striking boys trailed the policemen, hooted 
the men messengers they were protecting, or 
pelted them with miissiles. 

The Postal company settled, and its boys 
returned to work, but not so the Illinois Dis- 
trict Telegraph company, which. supplies 
boys for the Western Union company. This 
company made an effort to tesume business, 
but messengers who attempted to deliver 
telegrams Were assaulted and driven back 
to the office or forced to join the strikers. 

Black eyes were called the “ dark badge 


taken their places were referred to as the 
“forties,” because they are paid $40 a4 
month. 

For awhile it seemed that Chicago would 
have to get along without any weather to- 
day. The many messages that usually 
reach the forecaster in the Auditorium 
tower were tied up. Late in the evening the 
dispatches were delivered to the weather 
man, and he promptly said “ Rain.” 


New Messengers Attacked. 

All during the day the boys stood on picket 
duty about the Western Union building at 
Jackson boulevard and Pacific avenue, 
Messengers who attempted to leave were fol- 
lowed for blocks, then attacked. 

In Fifth avenue, the scene of the worst riot 
during the stock yards strike, a crowd of 
yelling boys pursued Clement McDonald, a 
man messenger who was escorted by two 
plain clothes detectives and three police- 
men. Perhaps seventy-five boys followed 
McDonald and the guards on foot, riding 
wheels, or in the wagons of delivery men who 
were driving down street. 


Finds a Door Barred. 

At 191 Fifth avenue McDonald attempted 
to enter a store, but the d was fastened 
and the men within declined to let him enter. 
McDonald’s embarrassment was the signal 


were thrown in his direction. 

Finding he coul@-fot enter the place Me- 
Donald crossed the street and took refuge in 
a stairway at 102 Fifth avenue, while thé 
police kept the boys away. On the messeh- 
ger’s reappearance the boys attempted to 
surround him, but the police blocked the way 
and McDonald walked on down the street. 

Wherever McDonald delivered a message 
the same tactics were pursued, the police ap- 
parently being more anxious to protegt the 
buildings which the man entered than they 
were to protect the man himeelf. = 

Drag Man froma Car. 

During the afternoon the boys detected 
messenger delivering a telegram at La Salil« 
and Madison streets. The word was passed 
along and a crowd of strikers assembled, 
apparently coming up out of the ground, so 
quickly did they gather. When the messen- 
ger reappeared they surrounded and at- 
tacked him. He forced his way through 
their ranks, knocking several boys down as 
he ran and fled north to Washington street. 
He was struck several times by stones, one 


bled profusely. 
The strikers followed closely and when 

the messenger jumped on a west bound car 

they scrambled after him. Fearing some 


from it and jostled until he cried for mercy. 
The messenger agreed to return to the 
office, the boys trailing him to his destina- 


tion. 
Call for the Police. 

During the morning the pickets about the 
Western Union headquarters became so 
numerous that a call for police was sent to 
the Central station. Sergeant Ryan . re- 
sponded with ten men. Later he was rein- 
forced by Detectives O’Kee¢fe, Davidson, 
Mulcahy, and Dillon. The patrolmen guard- 
ed the building until the delivéry of mes- 
sages began, when some of them accom- 
panied the plain clothes men and the mes- 
sengers. | 

During the day the detectives arrested 
Messengers Carl Winduler, Harry Mangan, 
Joe Marowski, and Willie Laudeman. 

Laudeman was made a martyr by the boys, 
who cheered him wildly as he was carried to 
the Harrison street station in the patrol 
wagon. 

Others Strike; Get Demands. 

During the day the strike spread to the 
American District Telegraph company, 127 
La Salle street, where 100 boys joined the 
strikers. The “A. D. T.” boys get $8.75 a 
week and struck for $4.50, with pay day every 
two weeks, or “ offner.”’ 
two weeks, or “ offner.”” In the evening the 
A. D. T. company agreed to pay the boys 
$4.50 a week, and they resumed work. 

The ranks of the strikers, however, were 
depleted by the return of the boys at the 
Postal Telegraph company. Manager W. E. 
Griffiths offered the boys $6 a week, 10 cents 
an hour overtime, and $1 for Sunday. When 
the boys decided to accept this Mr. Griffiths 
invited all the boys to go out and have dinner 
at his expense. 


Hold Two Conferences. 

The messengers had two conferences dur- 
ing the day with the officials of the Illinois 
District Telegraph company. For nearty two 
hours Supt. G. L. Crackel and Secretary G. 
R. Johnston talked with the strikers. When 
the conference was over the boys rushed out 
of the office and added new energy to the 
strike. 

“It's all off,” shouted one of them. “ We're 
still on de strike. De company says it’s too 
poor to pay us anything more than wes 
gettin’.”” 

To make their position plain to the publi¢ 
the boys issued the following statements 

To Whom It May Concern: We request that the 
hours of work be eight hours per day and that the 
wages be 75 cents a day; Sunday work same num- 
ber of hours, $1.26; overtime, 10 cents aa hour; 
extra boys to be pald 10 cents for reporting‘and 
10 cents an hour; the day shift to be ten hoursand 
the two night shifts eight hours each. Dag boys 
to be paid extra for the extra two hours, Albboys 
wno Went on strike to be reinstated.

Mr. Adams became president of the Wisconsin university in 18982, and previously for 
seven years was president of Cornell college. He began teaching in 1867. He was the 
author of “ Democracy and Monardhy in France,” “ 


Manual of Historical Literature,”

Dr, Adams had been ill for several years. 
While president of the University of Wis- 
consin he was granted a long leave of ab- 
sence, going to Europe, where he seemed to 
recuperate. Shortly after returning to his 
work at the university, a year ago, the ail- 
ment told upon his system, and at the ehd 
of a few months he resigned and came to 
California. 

The end came painlessly and was the re- 
sult of a relapse similar to many which 
had occurred during the last week, each 
one of which took away more of his strength. 
For the greater part of several days be- 
fore his death Dr. Adams was in a semi-con- 
scious condition. 


Career of Dr. Adams. 


Dr. Adams was born in Derby, Vt., and his 
early education was gained in the public 
schools of his birthplace and Derby academy. 
In 1856 his parents removed to Iowa, and his 
education was continued there under the 
tutorship of the Rev. H. K. Edson of Den- 
mark academy. In the fall of the following 
year he was admitted to the University of 
Michigan, and, working his way through, 
was graduated in 1861. Four years later, 
however, he returned to the university to 
become instructor in Latin and history. 

In 1865 he was promoted to the position of 
assistant professor, and when, two years 
afterwards, Prof. White accepted the presi- 
dency of Cornell university, Mr. Adams was 
appointed his successor in the chair of his- 


tory. 
Builds Up Cornell.

DEATH MYSTERY A? FIRE 


MAKE STRANGE DISCOVERY IN 
ANSWERING AN ALARM. 


Firemen Find Unconscious Form of 
Frank Robinson Lying Beside the 
Body of Dead Man in an Unoccupied 
House in Washington Boulevard— 
Eeeaping Gas Nearly Costs Life of 
One, but Cause of Other’s Demise Is 
Unknown—Men Stranr-ers. 

The ig a dead man and the uncon- 
scious m of Frank Robinson were dis- 
covered lying side by side yesterday after- 
noon by firemen who entered the moot geste 
building at 141 Washington boulevard in re- 
sponse to an alarm of fire. 

Robinson had been overcome by gas es- 
caping from a broken pipe. The cause of 
the other man’s death has not been ascer- 
tained, neither has the body been Identified. 

A citizen passing in front of the house no- 
ticed smoke coming from beneath the win- 
dows, and at once turned in a call summon- 
ing the firemen. The flames were extin- 
guished before the smoke penetrated to the 
second floor, and the firemen, attracted by 
the smell of gas, then made their way up 
the stairs. Turning into a room off from 
the hal! the forms of the two men were dis- 
covered, A rosary was found tightly clasped 
in the right hand of the dead man. 

The first thought of the firemen was that 
both men had been asphyxiated by the escap- 
ing gas, but when it was discovered that 
Robinson was still alive and that death had 
come to the other man days ago, they were 
confronted with a mystery. 

The police of the Desplaines street station 
were notified, and Robinson was taken to 
the County hospital. The body of the dead 
man was taken to the morgue. 


Didn’t Know Other Man. 


Robinson regained consciousness soon after 
reaching the hospital. He said that early 
yesterday morning he gained entrance to the 
building by breaking a rear window, his 
object being to gain a place to sleep. He 
failed to notice the odor of gas, but seeing 
the form of a man lying on the flor he lay 
down beside it and soon went tosleep. Rob- 
inson is a homeless wanderer and a stone 
cutter. He denied that he ever knew the 
man found dead. 

The dead man was about 45 years old, and 
had gray hair and a gray mustache. In his 


pockets were found 20 cents, but there was | 


nothing. about his clothing by which his 
identity could be established. . 

In the hallway the police discovered a bro- 
ken gas leader from which the meter and 
several feet of the pipe had been detached. 
The break on the pipe was smooth, as though | 
cut by an ax. The police believe that the 
pipe was stolen by thieves. The house isa 
two story frame building, which has been 
vecant for the last six months. 

Boy May Be Fatally Burned. 

In a fire caused by a defective oil stove 
Thomas Joseph Walsh, 4 years old, was so 
severely burned late last night that he will 
probably die. Other children in the house 
were nearly overcome by smoke when the 
firemen reached them. 

Mrs. Morris Waleh, the mother, wag iron- * 
ing in the house, 5248 Wentworth avenue. 
The stove on which she was heating her irons 
flared mp and, fearing an explosion after she 
found she could not put out the flames, she 
ran to the quarters of the engine company 
at Fifty-third street and notified the firemen. 
She had left her 4 yéar old boy in the room 
with the stove. When the firemen reached 
the place the room was in flames. The stove 
had exploded. Lieutenant Coughlin entered 
the room to find the boy running about, his 
clothes on fire. The boy was wrapped ina 
blanket and carried to the street. Three 
other children were carried out.

RIVER BOARD MAKES DEFENSE. 


Commission in Charge of Improvement 
of the Missouri Seeks to Justify 
Its Usefulness. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—The Missouri 
river commission, which ceased to exist June 
80, 1902, submitted its last annual report to- 
day. The commission had been in existence 
since 1884. The report states that the policy 
of the commission, which had remained un- 
changed, was for a continuous, progressive 
control of the river, contracting it where 
necessary, giving the channel proper direc- 
tion, and securely holding it in place, but 
that, unfortunately, the commission had not 
been permitted to carry that plan out. 

The report then enters into an elaborate. 
defense of the commission, based upon criti- 
cisms in the press and in the report of the 
house committee on rivers and harbors. It 
is asserted that congress specifically di- 
rected the expenditure of funds for local 
work unconnected with the general im- 
provement of the river, to the amount of 
$2,218,000. The commission has been at ex- 
pense, the report states, to maintain im- 
provements. 

Since the organization of the commission 
$7,150,000 has been appropriated for work 
under it, of which $240,000 has been expended 
on the river above Sioux City, Ia.; $2,164,364 
ondetached localities, $380,082 on snagging: 
operations, $469,585 for surveys and ga s, 
$855.765 for plant, office work, and expenses 
of the commission, leaving but $3,280,201 for 
effective, progressive, and systematic im- 
provement of the river, extending over a 
period of eighteen years. Part of this 
amount was expended near Kansas City 


report says that this expenditure has pro- 
duced good results, although there is now 
danger attending the navigation of the river, 
as attested by the wrecks of 800 steamboats 
lying imbedded in the sand. It is claimed 
that no sufficient improvement of the river 
has been made to demonstrate what could 
be done for the benefit of commerce.

Austell, who received a Yale law school 
diploma last June, had been making plans 
to leave this city on Monday and go to his 
home in Atlanta, Ga. The Cook girl had 
expected he would marry her, and when he 
told her she would never see him again she 
killed herself.

Silvanus P. Thompson, an English scientist, 
first attacked Marconi's claims in a letter to 
the London Saturday Review, April 5. Prof. 
Thompson made the declaration that Marconi 
had borrowed all of his ideas from others, 
and the latter characterized Prof. Thomp- 
son's statements as ‘‘ malicious gossip” and 
“ absolute and gratuitous untruths.”’ Prof. 

ompson sought to give the eredit to Mar- 
quis Solari. 

It was further claimed by Prof. Thompson

Marconi 
developed the system to a brotder use, but 
Prof. Thomps@: insisted that the communi- 
cation across the ocean was not telegraphy, 
but wireless’ telephony, and on July 9 first 
mentioned the claim of Solari, who at this 
time had been unknown in the matter. The 
communication was in part as follows: 

**On May 10 I pointed out that a telephonic 
system had been used by Sig. Marconi in 
February, 1002, in his Newfoundland ex- 
periments in place of the telegraphic system 
of automatic tappers and telegraphic relays 
described in his fundamental patent. My 
words were: ‘The great transatlantic suc- 
cess was attained not by any use whatever of 
the basic patent of June 2, 1896 (Sig. Mar- 
coni’s patent), but by a new and totally dif- 
ferent system, invented by one whose name 
has not been given to the public,’ whereupon 
on May 24 Sig. Marconi replied with an ac- 
a of ‘absolute and gratuitous un- 
truth.’ 


Gave Apparatus to Marconi. 


“On Friday, June 13, Sig. Marconi, lectur- 
ing at the royal institution, stated that this 
riew system of telephonic reception without 
automatic tappers or telegraphic relays was 
used in Newfoundland when the first sig- 
nals were received from across the Atlantic. 
And July 3, 1902, Lieut. Solari of the royal 
Italian navy announced in the Times that 
he himself was the inventor of the appliance, 
that it had not been patented by_himself or 
by Sig. Marconi, and that he personally gave 
to Sig. Marconi the apparatus used in New- 
foundland. 

*“*I therefore call upon Sig. Marconi to ad- 
mit: First, that this system of telephonic 
reception was, in fact, used in Newfound- 
land when the first signals were received 
from across the Atlantic, and is different 
from the telegraphic system described in his 
patent of June 2, .1896; second, that the 
name of the inventor had not in fact been 
made public prior to May 10, 1902: and at 
the same time he makes this admission I 
shall expect from him, as a gentleman, that 
he will withdraw the charge of absolute and 
gratuitous untruth, which he made May 24 
in the ‘columns of the Saturday Review.” 

This letter apparently settled the contro- 
versy, for it went without any reply until

Gives Marconi Little Credit. 


In his original attack on Marconi Prof. 
Thompson declares that the methods of 
Prof. Lodge and Tesla were both used by 
Marconi in sending long distance messages 
at sea, although he gives the credit for the 
Newfoundland experiment to Lieut, Solari. 
Everything else set up in Marconi’s original 
patents is described as detail or surplusage. 
Marconi described the methods invented by 
Lodge as “novelties.” It is stated that 
Marconi protested against the adoption of 
these methods by Prof. Slaby and Count 
Arco in the apparatus they perfected for use 
in the German navy, although Prof. Thomp- 
son Geciares that the latter had just as much 
right to their use as Marconi. 

** Marconi’'s dog in the manger policy to- 
ward Prof. Siaby is simply silly,” states 
Prof. Thompson, “ and the more so because 
neither of them can transmit nor receive a 
single ‘ wireless’ message without infring- 
ing on the patents of Prof. Oliver Lodge. It 
seems like the irony of fate that Prof. Lodge, 
the well known principal of the University 
of Birmingham, after expounding the prin- 
ciples of wireless telegraphy in London and 
at Oxford in 1894, should find himself pushed 
aside, first by the Italian, who by dint of 
advertisement gains the public ear, and then 
by the German professor, and yet should 
stand master of the transatlantic situation 
because he holds the master patents in the 
United States. Sig. Marconi may whine as 
he pleases about other men snatching the 
rewards from a scientific investigator; that 
is precisely what he himself has been trying 
to do for these last four or five years, his 
victim being the Englishman, who was first 
in the field, and who, if he but knew it, is to- 
day master of the situation.’’ 


Marconi Defends His Claims. 


To this claim Marconi wrote an explicit 
denial, laying great stress on the statement 
t he had patented his “ improvements ”’ 
the United States prior to Prof. Lodge, and 
defending the validity of his English patents. 
To this Prof. Thompson replied by recalling 
actual experiments made in 1894 by Prof. 
Lodge when wireless messages were trans- 
mitted between buildings, through stone 
walls. He explained that he did not attack 
either the patents on improvements made by 
either Marconi or Slaby, but held that the 
original credit belonged to Lodge, and that 
the latter’s patents amply protected* his 
principle. He then brought up reference 
to Solari’s inventions, and challenged him 
to prove that the great transatlantic ex- 
periment was not made with the lieutenant’s 
sysem, which, he declared, was put into use 
by Lieut. Paolo Castelli of the Italian navy. 


Marconi Charges “Gratuitous Untruth.” 


To this latter point Marconi made the re- 
ply of “ absolute and gratuitous untruth,” 
and declared that he had ended the con- 
troversy. This, Prof. Tho on declares, 
was “coarse” work. To substantiate his 
claim he made reference to an article in 
L’ Elettricista, an Italian technical journal, 
of May 1, 1902, in which it is stated that 
Marconi used the Castelli apparatus, which 
has since been credited to the brain of Solari, 
and which was in use in the Italian navy at 
that time, having been found superior to 
Marconi'’s. 

The discussion dropped by Marconi was 
taken up by H. Cuthbert Hall, manager for 
his company, who dodged the issue on the 
Newfoundland experiments by stating that 
Prof. Thompson was not present and could 
not know, while Marconi was. He made the 
statement that all of the experiments con- 
ducted with the steamer Philadelphia, when 
a message was received over 1,550 miles of 
ocean, were with apparatus covered by Mar- 
coni's patents and owned by the company. 
He also said that the Italian government 
had purchased considerable quantites of 


Marconi’s apparatus and the Teale Ac- 


cademia dei Lincei, the chief scientific so- 


ciety in Italy, had awarded to Marconi a prize 


of 10,000 lire in recognition of the excellency 
of his inventions. Prof. Thompson refused 
to continue the controversy with Marconi’s 
manager, but on July 9 wrote his final letter, 
printed above, which closed the episode until 
the announcement came yesterday which 
apparently bears out his allegations. 


MARCONI MAKES BIG TESTS. 


Messages Sent from Italian Cruiser on

NED BEER FOR CHORCH 


AUSTIN ENCOUNTERS A NOVEL 
BUILDING DIFFICULTY. 


Pastor and People of the New Baptist 
Edifice Put Ban on Workmen Drink- 
ing, and the Result Is That the Con- 
struction Work Advances at a 
Snail’s Pace—Clergyman Hurls Box 
ef Bettles Out of Window—May 


Stand Guard All Summer. 


Beer is an important factor in the building 
of a church—this Is being impressed upon the 
people of Austins The congregation of the 
First Baptist church of the suburb has 
money and materials in plenty, but is begin- 
ning to fear it never will get that church up. 
Why? No beer. 

The pastor of the new church, the Rev. 
Clarence E. Lapp, declares there shall be no 
taint of liquor about the new edifice, that the 
workmen shall not drink on the premises. 
The.workmen damot agree to this, and the 
result has been vexatious delays in the con- 
struction of the building. 

If it were not for the village beer wagon 
all would be well, for the workmen could not 
get their “suds.” As it is the peripatetic 
saloon trundles down Central avenue, passes 
the First Methodist church drinking foun- 
tain, turns into Ohio street, and proceeds to 
Pine avenue. There it stops. If it would 
stop anywhere else there would not be trou- 
ble—not that it does not stop at other places 
in the town, but there of all places is the spot 
that it should avoid, thinks the Rev. Mr. 
Lapp, for on that corner stands the new 
church. 

Roofers’ Thirst Causes Trouble. 

When the roofers began work on the 
church they made a temporary refrigerator 
in the cellar by sinking a barrel in the 
ground and there storing the beer for a few 
hours—it would not last longer. Unfortu- 
nately for the roofers, the pastor makes a 
tour of the building at least once a day, and 
when he saw the covering of the “ ice chest ” 
yesterday he investigated and found the bar- 
rel filled with bottles. He said nothing, but 
emptied the “ice chest’ and threw the bot- 
tles out of the window. Some of them broke; 
some did not. ' 

The workmen saw their bottles destroyed, 
but said nothing. The minister is athletic. 
He is a swimmer, a fisherman, a hunter, and 
when the new church is completed hopes to 

ave a gymnasium installed. So no man 
verituered to protest. After work hours, 
however, they expressed themselves*freely, 

“It is hot on the roof with the sun beating 
down, and we must have our beer,” they 
said. “If the minister doesn’t believe it he 
can go up andtry it. Anyway, we drink or 
we quit.” 

Early Hopes Soon Shattered. 

The building was started last fall, and 
when completed will cost $30,000. When the 
Rev. .Mr. Ladd heard that E. J. Tucker, who 
had been given the contract, did not believe 
in his men drinking on the buildings which 
he constructed, he said: 

“You are the man we want. When the 
building is completed it can be said that it 
was built without the aid of beer.’’ 

Trouble came early, however, for when the 
laborers appeared they were Germans, and 
only a few shovelfuls had been thrown before 
the men wanted beer. They threw the empty 
bottles on the ground, and when Pastor Ladd 
saw them he picked them up akd broke them 
against the stone wall. 

“ That only gives more work for the glass- 
blower, minister,’’ said one of the men as he 
put a trowel of mortar on a brick. 

Speaking of his crusade, the Rev. Mr. 
Ladd said yesterday: 

‘*I do not believe in the use of liquor in 
any form, and think it should not be in the 
church any more than it should be in my 
home. I wanted to complete the church and 
have it said that not a bit of beer ever went 
into it, but some has gone there and has 
aaa drank, I suppose. I am sorry to hear

That the victory was a popular one is evi- 
denced by the fact that with the completion 
of his playing in the contest the audience 
rose with one accord and greeted him with 
cheers and “ bravos.” When it was an- 
nounced on the bulletin board that he had 
been awarded the “ first prix grande distinc- 
tion,”’ together with the *“‘ Van Hal prize,’’ 
everything which the jury could give, he was 
torn from the side of his mother, with whom 
he had sought protection from the multitude 
which had surrounded him, and instantly 
raised to the shoulders of two stalwart 
Americans. Persons of that nativity to the 
number of 300, with many of the foreign ad- 
mirers, followed in a line which marched 
through the streets of Brussels singing 
American national airs and cheering for 
their young champion. 


Nature of the Contest. 

The contest lasted two days. The first day’s 

program consisted of the rendering of two 
of eight etudes which had been selected 
for the contestants. They were called upon 
to play the two numbers from memory, as 
they were picked out by the jury, the con- 
testants not having previously been apprised 
of the etudes chosen for them.

Many Offers for Services. 


Since the concour the young artist has been 
in receipt of hundreds of letters’ of con- 
gratulation, in many cases from total stran- 
gers. The greatest results of the victory, 
however, are the many offers which he has 
already received from prominem European 
managers, the latest coming from Berlin in 
the shape of a contract which he has not as 
yet signed, calling for $25,000 in cash for a 
series of ten concerts, to be given in the 
leading cities of Europe. , 
Invitations to perform with the great or- 
chestras of Europe as a soloist have poured 
in on the young artist. One of these he ac- 
cepted on a friendship basis, and last Thurs- 
day evening scored a triumph at Waux hall 
before an immense audience, including 
many of the nobility, when he played the 
first concerto of Sinding and the “‘ Zigeuner- 
weisen’’ by Sarasate, accompanied by the 
Royal opera house symphony orchestra.

“Gen. Miles landed in Porto Rico four 
years ago today. Great changes have taken | 
place and the island has much to be thankful 
for since our flag was raised. 

“ The close of the fiscal year showed better 


business, better health, and better prospects 


than ever. The insular treasury balance on 
July 1 was # 4,000, against $239,000 in the 
year 1901. ‘I'he total exports for last year 
aggregated $12,889,925, showing an increase 
in exports to foreign countries of 54.71 per 
cent over the previous year and 48.06 per 
cent increase of exports to the United States. 
The increase is principally in sugar, cigars, 
cigarets, and coffee. We sent $204,500 worth 
of straw hats to the United States last year. 

* Porto Rico bought over $400,000 worth of 
Nova Scotia codfish last year and over $150,- 
000 worth of foreign soaps. Spain sent us 
rice valued at more than $90,000. and over 
$500,000 of potatoes. This business should 
go to our own markets, and with larger 
development in the island its future com- 
merce must be kept closer at home. 

“The people welcome schools. The insular 
government cannot supply enough, being 
limited to $600,000 per annum for education. 
But we are teaching nearly 50,000 children, 
and expect to open two industrial schools 
fh the fall. Adults want to learn, and in 
some instances children are teaching their 
parents.

SEEMINGLY TRIVIAL DISPUTE 
HAS A SERIOUS ENDING. 


Herman Todoloski Dies at the County 
Hospital and Police Arrest Harry 
Barsley, His Employer — Prisoner 
Admits Hitting His Oppenent with 
an Iron Bar, but Declares the Blow 
Was a Light One—Had Forgotten in- 
cident When Arrested. 


An incident, apparently trivial in its nature 
and soon forgotten, developed yesterday into 
what seems to be a murder, and resulted in 
the arrest of Harry Barsley of 2957 State 
street, pending an investigation. He is ac- 
cused of using an fron bar with fatal effect 
on Herman Todolosk! of 2927 Twenty-ninth 
street, while ejecting the man from his store, 
. That Barsley hit the man He does not deny, 
but asserts that it was not a heavy blow, 
and that Todoloski got up and walked away 
apparently unhurt. Two days later the man 
became i)] and went to Dr. Relily of 310 State, 
street, who told him his skull was fractured, 
and sent him to thg County hospital. There 
he died yesterday morning. Wher Barsley 
was told of his death he had forgotten even 
the detaiis of the incident that caused the 
fight, and told the police they must be mis- 
taken, as the blows he struck were light 
and did not even draw blood. 


Employer Hits 
Todoloski was a roofer and was frequently 
employed by Barsley, who is a member of the 
roofing firm of Barsley & Co. On Monday— 
at least Barsley believes the day was Mon- 
day—he went to the offices of the company

Moore 
of the Cottage Grove avenue police station, 
that the proprietor seized an iron bar such 
as is used to tear off old roofing and threat- 
ened to use it. Todoloski went at him, the 
man says, and a few blows were struck, one 
of which floored the Pole and took away his

He got up and went out, and Barsley says 
he forgot about the incident save as an un- 
pleasant encounter that wasapt to take from 
him one of his best helpers. What Todo- 
loski did after the trouble is not known, but 
when he arrived at the county hospital he 
was beyond medical aid. He said but Httle 
there of how he received the wound, save 
that he was hit with an iron bar by his em- 
ployer, whose address he did not give. 


Find and Arrest Barsley. 


The hospital authorities sent this informa- 
tion to the Lawndale police station, and from 
there it went to all the stations of the city 
until it reached Lieut, Moore. He sent out 
four of his men to work on the case, and 
after a few hours’ search they found that 
Todoloski had been working for Barsley. 
They met Barsiey at the corner of Indiana 
avenue and Thirty-second street and arrest- 
ed him. 

Barsiey at first denied his identity. Then 
he wanted a warrant, and when taken to the 
Cottage Grove avenue station acknowledged 
the trouble, but could not be convinced that 
Todoloski was dead. He declared the blows 
were not hard enough to have caused fatal 
injuries. The police are working on the case 
in the hope of getting witnesses to the

the strikers to a breach of the peace, and 
that the leaders of the strikers, Richards, 
and others, counseled the strikers to be or- 
derly.

MANY ROADS ARE IN IT. 


Six Billion Dollars Involved in 
the Fight Between Rail- 
| road Kings. 


Preliminary moves in what promises to be 
the greatest railroad fight in history have 
been in progress for some weeks and have 
occupied the attention of the financial world 
almost to the exclusion of other events. 

The parties to this contest on the surface 
are George J. Gould, representing the Wa- 
bash interests, and A. J. Cassatt, represent- 
ing the Pennsylvania. It is evident, how- 
ever, that interests even more far reaching 
than the mighty ones centered in these great 
railway properties are involved, and the 
struggle, if it comes in earnest, will see 
- ranged on one side or the other nearly all the 
great railway and interests of the 
country. 

Mr. Gould is believed to have the backing 
of Mr. Harriman, representing the Union- 
Central-Southern Pacific interests, together 
with the National City bank of New York 
and the Standard Oil interests.

EAST GETS AN ADVANTAGE 


Comparison of Freight Charges | 


Shows How Things Are 
Being Manipulated. — 


Discrimination by the southern and west- 
ern railways against the south and west is 
said to be retarding the development of these 
sections of the country and furnishes one 
of the reasons why the railroads oppose any 
national legislation that will force them to 
make fair and equal rates. Rates for equal 
mileage in the south and west are from 43 
to 235 cent higher than the rates from 
New York over the mountains 
to the central states. 

A comparison of mileage and rates on the 
Pennsylvania railroad with those on the 
big systems south of the Potomac and west 
of Chicago shows that from Chicago to Den- 
ver, Colo., a distance of 1,022 miles, the rate 
on first class freight is $2.06, while from New 
York to Pocohontas, Il., a distance of 1,025 
miles, the rate is 87 cents, or a difference of 
$1.18 per hundred pounds. 

From New Orleans to Ft. Worth, Tex., a 
distance of 547 miles, the rate is $1.20, while 
from New York to flion, O., a distance 
of 554 miles, the rate is 53 cents, or a differ- 
ence of 67 cents per hundred pounds.

Six Billion Dollar Fight. 


The Gould interests do not represent a 
mileage as large as this nor a capitalization 
BO great, except as is represented by the 
parties ih interest, but the latter include 
_ Strong financial powers that in the aggre- 
gate might figure up alniost as much as the 
other, though in the matter of strategic posi- 
tion they are not so strong as the Pennsy!- 
_Wanila allied powers. This makes it a six 
billion d@ollar fight; or about one-half of the 
railway capital of the country. 

What, then, has precipitated a fight that 
threatens about one-half of ‘the capital in 
railroads in the country? 

Simply this, that George Gould has defied 
all precedent by seeking for the Wabash and 
Eastern a seaboard outlet. His first move 
was to get control of the Western Maryland,

Morgan Enters the Field. 
In the summer of 1885 there was a most 
serious situation. The Vanderbilt and Penn-

in some respects, but in which the olderlines 
got decidedly the best ofit. The Vanderbilts 
bought the West Shore and Nickei Plate out- 
right and removed that element from compe- 
tition. They also took over the Beech Creek.

Check to Carnegie’s Plan. 


The danger from competition was thus 
averted, but it left sore spots. It was the 
final blow to the ambitions of Mr. Gowen; 
it was a check to the plans of Mr. Carnegie, 
which that gentleman has probably never 
forgotten. When the United States Steel 
corporation was formed it was discovered 
that the Carnegie company had made an 
iron bound contract to deliver to the Wa- 
bash 3,000,000 tons of freight annually, and 


this contract was not changed by the con- 
“eoligation of the steel interests. This was 


pr@ébably where the iron first entered the 
soul of the Pennsylvania, seeing that the 
Wabash was not a Pittsburg road and was 
obliged to build a line to make the connec- 
tion. Mr. Carnegie, who began his career 
as a Pennsylvania railroad official, had long 
been in antagonism to that company. In 
fact, before he sold out to the United States 
Steel ration he had threatened to build 
a st ht and level line from Pittsburg to 
the seaboard, meaning as straight and level 
as was possible. There is reason to believe 
that he would have carried put his threat had 
not the steel consolidation taken place. 

It can well be seen that the Pennsylvania 
would not allow 3,000,000 tons of traffic to be 
taken from it without an effort to get “ com- 
pensation elsewhere,” as they say at the 
Great congresses of diplomats in Buror 
where the balance of power is adjusted. 
far as known the reply of Cassatt was to or- 
der the Western Union off all hisllines which 
the ending of contracts permitted him to do. 
This was a sort of side swipe to Mr. Gould, 
who is the arbiter of the destinies of the 
Western Union. 

The next move came when the Goulds 
bought the Western Maryland after a spirit- 
ed competition, in which the Reading was an 
eager bidder. 


Where Gould Interests Lie. 


Here is where the wholé trouble has come. 

The Gould lines include the Wabash, Mis- 
souri Pacific, and Texas Pacific, which have 
the bulk of the traffic from St. Louis, south- 
west as far as El Paso, west to Denver, in- 
cluding a large and prosperous country. The 
lines also come east into Ohio, and will soon 
be in. Pittsburg, with the hope of later being 
at the Atlantic seaboard. 

It can be seen that this is a situation that 
is embarrassing to lines which have so far 
played on their own side of the fence, which 
is the Mississippi river. So long as the Wa- 
bash was merely a road in Indiana and Ohio, 
not after the eastern traffic, there was no 
particular disturbance, but when it wants to 
control so much of the eastern traffic as it 
can get and carry it west, while all its grain 
is brought to the east on its own line, there 
is a situation which means trouble. 

The trouble has begun, as already outlined. 


In for a Battle. 


The situation at present, so far as it can 
be seen on the surface, is that the two in- 
terests arein forafight. This does not mean 


necessarily that it is to go to the last ex- 


tremity, because the interests involved are so 


enormous that it is likely some sort of com- 


promise must be made. But when the ¢om- 
promise is made it must certadnly involve 
many adjustments, and that is just what 
the public is interested in. 

It has been reported many times lately that 
the Reading control is:being purchased for 


the eventual interests of the Pennsylvania. 


Under the law of the state of Pennsylvania 
the Pennsyivania cannot make the purchase 
in its own name, but there is nothing to pre. 
vent the Baltimore and Ohio from buying 
the Reading, and since the Pennsylvania 
controls the Baltimore and Ohio. the result 
would be the same. It is obvious that if this 
were accomplished it would go a great ways 
toward checking the plans of Gould. since 
he does not want to be held up at Baktimore. 
He wan

available for his purposes. If that is cay 
there is nothing for him to do but to go to 


work and build an independent line, which is .

Mr. Carnegie recently expressed the opin- 
ion that-a new road from Pittsburg to the 
seaboard would pay and that it will be neces- 
sary in the next few years. It is possible 
he is backing Gould in his plans. If the 
road were built to this city and New York it 
would take a few years and a sum that would 
a few years ago have seemed utterly absurd, 
but that weuld seem to be the only thing 
for Mr. Gould to do if he really wants to 
come into this territory and fight the eastern 
lines for traffic, as is his expressed intention. 
With his friend Harriman he would then have 
a line to the Pacific coast and need pay no 
toll to any other line. 

New Road Not Likely. 

This looks good on paper, but will it be 
done? 

There are many reasons to believe it will 
not. It would be an upsetting of all tradi- 
tions, though Gould ts not likely to care much 
on that score. It would, however, make a 
rearrangement necessary; it might hasten 
the colossal combinations, which are so far 
mere schemes, in the way of putting all rail- 
way securities into one bag, and-many per- 
sons believe that when this is accomplished 
the government will step in and take them 
all. 


The chief reason why financiers do not 
think that the greater plans of Gould will be 
carried out is because Gould can get what he 
Wants at less expense. He may be willing 
to be contented with his little road ta Balti- 
more. It is probable that he would make 
this a sine qua non. He is practically there 
now, and there is no occasion for him to re- 
treat. But as to his larger plan of building 
a new line to Now York, it is probable that 
this would be laid aside, since the existing 
lines, while they could not prevent his aecom- 
plishing his purpose, would hamper him and 
delay him to such an extent that the game 
would be scarcely worth the candle. At 
least that is one view of the situation. 


Contest of Giants. 


It can be readily seen that if the issue were 
squarely joined it would be a contest of gi- 
ants, and could not be confined merely to the 
actual issue in hand. It wouki affect the 
whole present system of railway control and 
would involve immense banking interest, 
which are becoming the controlling factors 
in railways management. If the fight comes 
there would be plenty of money and brains 
on each side, and no one can say what would 


be the outcome. ' 


If, as ha& been suggested, the Pennsylvania 
is getting Virtual control of the Reading, that 
will in ftself involve many new problems. It 
will give the Pennsylvania supreme control 
in the east, south of Scranton to the lines 
of the southern, and that company now has 
to turn over about all its through traffic to 
the Pennsylvania. There are those who think 


that it is the intention of Mr. Cassatt to get 
control of the Southern and the Seaboard 


Air line, which would give a virtual monopo- 
ly of southern traffic to the Pennsylvania. 


. Whether that will be accomplished or not 
remains to be seen. 


Depends on J. P. Morgan. 
It may be hastened if the Goulds undertake 


@ vigorous campaign since if Mr. Morgan 


took his stand on the side of the Pennsyvania, 


it would he as well to go the whole way asa 


part of it. If he lets the Pennsylvania get 
the Reading, there is no reason why he should 
not let the Southern go also. This would 


make a combination whieh would include 


about one-fourth of the mileage of the 
country.

Defense of the Roads. 

The western and southern roads contend 
that the eastern and central states roads can 
haul the freight cheaper on account of the 
denser population in those sections of the 
country and the larger train loads they carry. 

But even if this were true there can be no 
good reason shown why the rates from New 
York to central states’ points should be twice 
and three times as high as the rates to points 
in the south and the west. 

It prevents merchants at Chicago, St. Louis, 


and other business centers in the west from 


competing with the New York merchants. 


To Fix Soft Coal Rates. 

Executive officers of the western roads wil! 
meet in Chicago next Tuesday to bring about 
a restoration of rates on soft coal. Last 
May the Illinois Central made a demand for 
a differential of 25 cents per ton under the 
Chicago rates on all coal from the mines 
on fte ine. Other roads that have no mines 
on their lines declined to accede to the Illi- 
nois Central's demands and met the latter’s 
rates. This caused a general reduction in 
the soft coal rates, and they are now about 
88 per cent lower than the regular tariff 
rates in effect prior to the commencement of 
the trouble. 


Pere Marquette Change. 

The Pére Marquette railroad ‘compahy, 
which owns the Chicago and West Michigan 
railroad, which has been entering Chicago 
for many years over the tracks of the Michi- 
gan Central from New Buffalo, soon will 
cencel its arrangement with the latter road 
and come into this city over the tracks of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. Connection is made 
with the latter at Wellsboro, Ind. The dis- 
tance from Welleboro to Chicago over the 
Baltimore and Ohio is twenty miles longer 
than by the Michigan Central from New 
Buffalo, but the company will have much 
better terminal facilities and better depot 
accommodations at the Grand Central sta- 


tion. 
To Rebuild a Road. 

It le announced that the Pittsburg, Cleve- 
land and Toledo railroad between Newcastle 
Junction, Pa., and Akron, O., will be prac- 
tically rebuilt at a cost of $4,000,000. The 


road will be straightened and the heavy 


grades reduced to a maximum of nineteen 
feet to the mile. 

From New Castle Junction to Struthers, a 
distance of fourteen miles, the line will be 
double tracked. A spur eight and one-half 
miles bong will be built around Youngstown 
on the right of way of the Trumbull and Ma- 
honing railroad, which is now controlled by 
the Baltimore and Ohio, 

From Niles to Ravenna the line will be 


shortened by several miles, and it will be en- 


tirely reconstructed and shortened between 


Ravenna and Cuyahoga. 


The completion of these improvements,

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FARMERS CLASH. 


men Are Opposed by the 
Indiana Ruralists. 


Said That the Chicago Men Aré 
Encroaching on Land ‘They 
Do Not Own. 


After two years of quiet trouble is brewing 
around the hunting preserves of the Tolles- 
ton Gun club. This time the dispute is over 
a fence. Owners of land near the club's 
grounds declare the fence is being built on 
property belonging to the Charlies Kunert 
estate. This the club officials deny. The 
charge has served, however, to stir the 
slumbering fires of hate and property own- 
ers along the Little Calumet are threatening 
to use force if the objectionable fence is not 
removed. 

The trouble started last week when & 
number of men employed by the gun club 
were discovered setting fence posts in the 
marshes a quarter of a mile north of the 
river banks on the lands claimed by the 
Kunert estate. They were told to desist, but 
paid no heed to the warning of the Kunerts, 
it is said, and continued the work. The 
property owners retained legal counsel, and 
declare that if an attempt is made by the gun 
club to string the fence wire an injunction 
or a state warrant for their arrest under the 
trespassing law will be secured. 

“ Any of the guards who interfere with our 
property rights and try to prevent us from 
hunting on: our own lands will have a bullet , 
put through him,” was the determined an- 
nourncement made by one of the marsh own- 
ers yesterday. ‘‘ We are ready to fight the 
club to a finish.” 


Fence Posts Already Set. 

Fence posts have already been set through 
the property ‘claimed by the Kunert estate. 
This estate is a mile and a half east of the 
Tolleston club and a hundred acres in extent. 
The proposed fence is a quarter of a mile 
from the river and incloses from forty to fifty 
acres of land. Nine persons are interested 
in the estate and all are well to do. They 
have retained Attorneys McAleer and Sheerer 
of Hammond. The Kunerts are backed by 
other property owners.

Another act which has aggravated the cit- 
izens of Tolleston was the appointment of 
the superintendent of the Gun club, U. 8.

Another cause of discontent among the 
farmers is the alleged effort of the Tolieston 
club to have the license fee for outsiders in- 
creased to $50 or even $100 a year.

W. C. Kunert, one of the Bharers in the 
Kunert estate, is deputy fish and game 
warden and threatens to arrest members of 
the Tolleston club who do not abide strictly 
by the laws. 

“C. D. Peacock and C. D. Peacock Jr. have 
been known to try to use the same license. 
I'll arrest them if they try it again,” said 
Kunert yesterday. 


“The number of guards at the Tolleston 
club is. to be incfeased this year and that 
looks like trouble,’’ said O. C. Borman, one 
of the sharers in the Kunert estate. “‘ The 
Tolleston club is composed of Chicago mil- 
onaires who are always looking for trouble. 
The club cannot exist if it does not havea 
fight on its hands. It has been in fights 
and lawsuits ever since 1890, when ‘their 
guards nearly killed Dr. Norris of Chicago. 
In 1891 Sam Tree and Charles Sydle were 
killed. In 1898 the guards tried to kill A)- 
bert Looker, but Looker was quick enough 
to kill both guards, Conroy, and Clary, out- 
right after being struck twice with brass 
knuckles. 

“In 1894 the guards tried to drive some 
of the farmer boys from the marsh, and 
when they refused to go began shooting at 
them. One of the farmer boys was near 
enough to bring one of the guards down with 
his 

" 1895 two of the guards attempted to 
kill a man from the city who was stop- 
ping at Robert Wood’s. He had to plead 
for his life. One of the guards cut a five 
inch gash in the side of his head.

Says Charge of the Aldermen Involves 
an Official Slip Any One Might Make 
~Health Department Oversight Re- 

‘ garding Ventilators Caught — One 
Big Billboard That Won’t Go Up— 
City Engineer on Statements Made 
by Scherzer. 


Acting Building Commilssioner O’Shea says 
he will not carry out the,recommendation 
of the aldermen for the suspension of Chief 
Permit Clerk Alexander McHugh. The 
charge against McHugh, he said, involves 
an official slip which is likely to be made 
by any official or person. Asto filing charges 
against Inspectors Price, Cier, and Doherty, 
recommended by the committee, that mat- 
ter, he said, should be referred to Building 
Commissioner Kiolbassa on his return. 

McHugh issued a building permit for a 
three story apartment building at 2753 Emer- 
ald avenue on plans not approved by the 
health department. There had been much 
trouble with the plans, and Mr. O'Shea 
stopped work on the building five times, he 
said. When the plans left the building 
department they bore Mr. O’Shea’s stamp, 
but there was written across the face of 
them a condition requiring certain changes 
to be made. Mr. O’Shea has a standing 
order that when the conditions are not car- 
ried out the permit clerks shall erase his 
stamp. This was done in this case. 


Mistake Is Condoned. 

“The plane were in this office many times

Mr. O'Shea said. McHugh failed in letting 
them finally get through without sending 
them to the health department. He madea 
mistake. but not such an one as should re- 
sult in his discharge.” 

The fault found with the building was 
that in one of the rooms not enough window 
space was provided to insure healthful 
ventilation.

The lines on the 
third sheet indicated that new work is to be 
done in the building by putting in a row of 
bathrooms in the interior, without any ventt- 
lation. On this the health department's 
stamp was missing. Mr. O'Shea was indig- 
nant. Ald. Butterworth was standing by 
and remarked on the fact that the plans 
had slipped through the health department.

TROUBLES. AWAIT 8B. T. CABLE. 


First Work of Congressional Campaign 
Manager on Arriving Tomorrow 
Will Be as Peacemaker. 


When Ben T. Cable arrives here in the 
morning to open the democratic congression- 
al campaign his first work will be to smooth 
over some local difficulties. The most an- 
noying case involves R. E. Spangler, who 
has been installed as Mr. Cable’s chief as- 
sistant, and Allan C. Durborow, candidate 
for congreas against William Lorimer in the 
Bixth district.

There has been a coldness between 
the two leaders ever since. 

Mr. Durborow proposes, therefore, to have 
an understanding with Mr. Cable before the 
campaign is an hour old, and will be one of 
the chairman’s first callers tomorrow.

Might say. during the first four rounds—Bob 
everlastingly pumping in straight left hand- 
ers, slipping deftly into clinches, stepping 
neatiy and artistically out of distance, and 
dodging and ducking away when hard 
pressed. He would feint Jeffries into a 
knot, land him a hot one, tle him up again, 
shoot in another soaker, then repeat. 

The blows connected on Jeff's face so hard 
and #0 often he did not know whether he 
Was afeot or on herseback. He showed this 
by the numerous times he shifted his atti- 
tude and changed his mode of attack and 
defense. He began by bumping his back 
and by keeping his arms close to his body. 
After receiving several hard jolts he as- 
sumed his crouching position, extending 
his left arm to its full length, the attitude he 
assumed and maintained during his first fight 
with Bob.- The latter never made an at- 
“mpt to hit while Jeff was that hard to 


get at position, but utilized his best endeav- }|+ 


ors to feint him out of it and invariably suc- 
cecded. When he did, bang would go the 
feft full in the face. 


Jeff Is Kept Guessing. 


Then Jeff would try the old style upright 
postion, head up and guard low. This 
was just what the old fellow wanted, 
as it presented a nice opening for a straight 
left. which, preceded with a feint to bring 
Jeff to him, added double force to the blow, 
A few hard raps while in that position 
caused Jeff to change again, and so he con- 
tinued with no set style of either defense or 
attack. 

Bob, on the other hand, never changed his 
position of hands, feet, or body. He stood 
erect, as erect as his stoop shoulders per- 
mitted, and this attitude gave him free use 
of his body for get away purposes and left 
his arms in position for straight deliveries 
and for blocking. This was illustrated by 
the easy manner in which he guarded Jeff's 
biows and by the quickness and accuracy 
with which he shot out either left or right 
whenever the opportunity to send a clean, 
telling hit presented itself. Nine out of 
every ten of Bob's left leads went as straight 
as an arrow; his hooks or swings were only 
sent out on their journey when Jeff sunk his 
head into his massive chest and with hands 
high and body low. This position covered 
his body and the lower part of his face com- 
pletely, leaving Fitz only the upper part of 
his head and his ears to bang at, and the 
hook was the proper blow to use. 


Bob’s Right Causes Fear. 

Bob, however, did not fancy rapping his 
knuckles against the champion’s hard 
so the hooks and swings were few and far 
between. What the old fellow wanted was 
a view of Jeff's open countenance, and he 
got that often enough to smash it out of 
semblance. For four rounds, as previously 
stated, Fitz pumped jabs and jolts of all 
descriptions into the champion's face, after 
which, thinking he was ripe for a killing, he 
brought his right into play. When that old 
time active and knockout member was 
pressed into service, Jeffries’ admirers began 
to get shaky as to the outcome. 

Jeff during these first four sessions did 
not do much execution. His Teft leads at 
the face were invariably short and when'any 
of them did land the force was lacking, this 
because they were delivered with a down- 
ward move and partly with the inside of the 
giove, and because Fitz was generally mov- 
ing back from the blow. The big fellow 
evidently saw he could not reach Fitz’s head 
with effect so selected the old man’s body as 
the best and proper location to lodge his 
gloved fist. He tried his favorite left hook 
for the stomach, but found, or rather felt, 
Bob's left glove in the face before his arm 


. had traveled half its distance. 


Jeff Attacks the Body. 


Then he tried short straight jolts, and itn 
these he was more successful, as with the 
arm extended [{t had but‘about a foot to 
travel to its destination. Fitz, however, was 
not long in catching on to that move and took 
special care to keep his right arm across his 
stomach whenever Jeff's arm was extended 
at full length. By this method of defense 
Bob, by catching the blows on his arm, es- 
eaped receiving many hard short jolts. 

But now to round five. Fitzin that session 
accepted a light left on the body as an 
opener. In return he extended to Jeff the 
courtesies of the evening by planting a brace 
of hard lefts on the “champ’s” much 
bruised and battered countenance. Three 
chopping left handers, not damaging by 
any means, were then delivered by Jeffries, 
for which he was repaid with a hard left 
facer. A left on the neck by Jeff, a left hand 
face jolt by Bob, a short rally in which 
honors were even, then another left by Fitz 
occupied lf of the round. After that Bob 
brought hig right into play. His first, sec- 
ond, and ‘third attempts with that useful 
member connected on the champion’s jaw. 
Any one of the three blows were hard enough 
to topple over any heavyweight in the busi- 
ness, Dut they apparently did not feaze Jim 
other than to stop his onward progress and 


to change his fighting attitude. 


Champion Stands the Gaff. 


Bob in the next two rounds repeated his 
right hand doses. He administered them 
just as the doctor ordered. Hooks, straight 
long arm drives, short jolts, short.and long 
upper cute—in fact, every right hand blow 
in hie category except a swing—were dished 
out by the old man, but nary a stagger by 
the recipient. Bob, as well as the crowd, 
evidently wondered why Jeff did not stagger, 
go down, or what wae holding him up. 

A look at his massive underpinning would 
have told the story, and those, with his iron 
jaw, which was continuously hammered, 
were 80 powerful nothing but a sledge ham- 
mer wielded by a giant would or could have 
sent him down. At least so it appeared, as 
Bob certainly landed many a blow that 
would have sent a less powerful man than 
Jeffries down and out. 


Both Stand Pace Well 


The fast pace and the continual drumming 
and hammering on the tron frame of Jeffries 
must have wearied the old man, but he did 
not show it in his action. He chased Jeff 
around the ring in the seventh round and 
easily scampered away from Jeff's rushes. 
The Jatter, although his face was beaten 
into a pulp, was just as lively, if not more 
go, than ever. He landed more frequently 
after the fifth round, although he received 
the worst of the milling. At the end of the 
seventh session his face was a sight to be- 
hold, while Fitz, with the exception of a 
slight abrasion of the skin on his cheek bone.

Story of Final Round. - 
The eighth and unexpectedly last round 
began with Jeffries falling short with a left 


- hook for the body. Fitz then essayed a left, 


but it slipped harmlessly over Jeff's shoulder. 
The champion then moved up close, and 
when within reach slammed a terrifle left 
hock into Bob's body. A short rally fol- 
lowed in which nothing damaging resulted. 
Jeff then scored another left body blow and 
in return took two hard body wallops. Bob 
rushed to close quarters after reaching the 
champion's body, but the taller dropped inte 
a clinch to avoid punishment. After the 
breakaway they both landed rights to the 
body. Then Fitz caught Jerr coming in head 
on ewith a right full on the jaw. The blow 
was a corker, but the big fellow did not mind 
it. He hesitated for a moment, shook his 
head, and came in for more, and he got it, 
too, as Fitz repeated the dose, Then came 
another clinch. 


Blow Which Ends the Battle. 


Upon settling down again for act o 
big fellow tried a left hook, but fell eeniies 
a foot or more. Three left facers by Bob and 
a left at the body brought them near Fitz's 
corner. A short spar for an opening, a 
strong feint by Fitz to draw Jeff on, and ‘a 


slip away brought the old man’s body in.

I intended this 
to be my last fight and if I had won I weuld 
have presented. the championship to Jet- 
fries,” and so passed away the grandest 
fighter in the history of Queensberry rules.

He took his 
time doing it, knocking him down a dozcn 
or more times during the fight, and in the 
fourth round had him on the canvas over ten 
seconds, according to the official timekeeper, 
but the referee was slow in his count. 

The story of ‘‘ fake’”’ is being condemned 
by everybody. Sporting men and fight fol- 
lowers who have been looking at fights for 
years were dumfounded when they read 
the story, and the general opinion of every 
one is that the contest was the best ever 
witnessed on the coast, and that, if it was 
a “fake,” they would gladly pay any old 
price to witness more battles just like it. 

There ware but few bets placed on the 
number of rounds the fight would last, but 
at least $50,000 changed hands on the result. 

The Fitzsimmons p le were wroth this 
morning over the story that Bob laid down. 
‘What was there to gain?” they asked after 
their anger had cooled, and no one was found 
who could answer. Percy G. Williams, busi- 


ness representative of Fitzsimmons, made 


the following offer: 

“I will pay $10,000 to any one who can 
show that any one connected with Robert 
Fitzsimmons got a dollar through ‘Jeffries’ 

Fitz Cries at the Charge. 

Fitz himself cried as he denied the story 
that the fight was a fake “It's a 
malicious lie,” he said. George Dawson, 
head trainer for Fitz, told of sending tele- 
grams yesterday to friends in Chicago ad- 
vising them to bet on Fitz. 

Lanky Bob was in bed resting and recuper- 
ating when interviewed this morning. There 
was a slight mark under his right eye and his 
left wrist and knuckles and fingers were 
badly swollen. Otherwise he looked well, but 
he complained of body pains, dué to a punch 
under the heart and one that reached the 
solar plexus and lost him the fight. 

“It’s a shame to call it a fake,” he said 
sadly. “I. fought the greatest fight of my 
Hfe and here I have been branded as a cur.

MOVES IN BASHBATL WAR 


FIGHT BETWEEN RIVAL LEAGUES 
INTERESTING. 


Sudden Aggressiveness of Older Body, 
After Passive Submission to Raids 
and Ineults, Brings New Excitement 
for Those Devoted to Welfare of Na- 
tional Gamé—Effort to Discriminate 
Against Dreyfuss Likely to React 
Against Dictators—Test for Johnson. 


| 


The National league magnates have at last 
taken the aggressive in the fight with the 
American league after nearly two years of 
telling what they were going to do to regain 
their former supremacy in the baseball 
world. From al] parts of the country there 
are floating in rumors of raids on the ranks 
of the American league clubs and of efforts 
to pull off the same play in other cities that 


was sprung in Baltimore. 

So far as surface indications go the old 
leaguers have not actually accomplished 
much in their efforts to crush the life out 
of their rivals, and few of the rumors flying 
about are substantiated by fact; hence the 
average fan is as much at sea as the old 
league was last winter over A. G. Spalding’s 
effort to break into the game. But at the 
present rate the politics of the game prom- 
ises to crowd the game itself out of sight. 

There is evidently a determined effort be- 
ing made to riddle the American league clubs 
of their best players either this year, if the 
players can be induced to jump their con- 
tracts, or,%f not, as soon as those contracts 
expire. The blow which was dealt through 
tlt treachery of some of the Baltimore 
stockholders does not appear to have mate- 
rialized as many results as were expected by 
Freedman and Brush, who engineered it. It 
was only natural to expect the players to 
flock back to the old league’s standards in 
something the same way they followed each 
other into American league ranks last year 
and the year before. No such thing has 
come cto the surface yet, and it looks as if 
the players were wary of believing the state- 
ments made by National leaguers of their 
immense capital and the approaching bank- 
ruptcy of the American league. 


However, there are going to be more or less 


“defections, for the average player will try to 


reap everything possible out of the golden 
The Amer- 
ican league has a real fight on its hands now, 
and the test it will be put toin the next six 
months will try the mettle of the newer mag- 
nates more severely than all the preceding 
events of the struggle. 

The attitude of men of the Ebbets and Mc- 
Graw Stamp is little indication of what the 
outcome may be. “It is to be noted that John 
T. Brush and A. Freedman Esq. are not doing 
much talking. That looks worse for the 
American league than all the bluffing that Eb- 
bets and his like can get into print. Ban 
Johnson is also keeping mighty still these 
days, and evidently has his coat off working 
to head off the attacks of his bitterest enemy, 
Brush. If the Indianapolis clothier makes 
any more such mistakes as he did in forfeit- 
ing the Baltimore franchise without a strug- 
gle after he had the American league where 
he could have produced a lot of trouble, Ban 
will not need to lose much flesh just yet. 

The American league's safety depends on 
whether its club ownerg will stand together 
or not. The old brotherfRood had the Nation- 
al league down and out just as the American 
leaguers did last winter, but the brotherhood 
was sold out in the winter by those who were 
supposed to be its friends. The most serious 
rumor of the last week was the one which 
credited Soden and others with the control of 
a large holding in the stock of the Boston 
American league club. The mystery which 
has always surrounded the real backing of 
that club since Somers sold out makes the 
rumor a hard one to nall, but it is not believed 
the stockholders could transfer their holdings 
without the knowledge of Henry Killilea; who 
is a firm friend of Ban Johnson, and if the 
Soden tNumvirate has cut in there it has been 
by obscure means. 


The riddling of the American league teams 
of some of their star players would not neces- 
sarily crush the league, as some of the Na- 
tional leaguers seem tothink. These men say 
the old league has done pretty well this year 
without its stars, and that the American 
league has been bankrupting itself paying 
those stars fancy salaries. There is no rea- 
son why the American cannot replace any 
stars who desert it with players whom the 
National leaguers are touting as coming stars 
this year because every player taken back 
will mean the release of one of the new ones. 
The old league will not burden itself with a 
lot of bench players just to keep them away 
from their rivals. They will have enough to 
pay the saiaries they must offer the stars to 
tempt them back. 

The greatest weakness in the National 
league’s fighting front at present is the lack 
of harmony in its own ranks. John T. 


| Brush’s conduct of the campaign has not 


met ‘the approval of a number of the mag- 
nates, who kicked on paying their share of 
the price paid for the Baltimore franchise 
when New York and Cincinnati took a!l the 
players secured and the chance to really in- 
jure the American league was overlooked.

supposed it is intended to freeze him out al- 


together, as that would be fraught with a lot 
of danger. But Dreyfuss is in an inde- 
pendent position and can step out of the 
National into the American league any min- 
ute. He knows It and so does everybody else. 

The severe punishment inflicted on Conroy 


and Hans Wagner has set him to thinking, 


no matter how well deserved the punishment. 
Barney sees an effort to weaken his cham- 
pions and rob them of their second pennant, 
Pittsburg could never get a lead long enough 
to satisfy him that he was not in imminent | 


danger of losing the lead every time his 
team loses a game or a player is crippled. 
If Dreyfuss is crowded too far, therefore, 


there could be no greater victory than to 
secure ‘the only real sportsman:in the old 
league to go into New York at the head ofan 
American league club. That possibility will 
always keep the Brush-Freedman combina- 
tion guessing. 


Another difficulty the National league is 
finding is the unwillingness of some of its 
members to permit players who have jumped 
to be signed by clubs other than the ones 
they jumped from. Last spring it was an- 
nounced that the reserve rule had been done 
away with so far as players in the American 
league were concerned. This proves to have 
been only partially true, however, for the 
matter was merely discussed and no action 
taken. The proposal came from Chicago ana 
four other clubs agreed to it. Col. Rogers 
and Frank Robinson objected, and Brooklyn 
had nothing to say. Now Brookiyn is kick- 
ing because its claim to Kelley is not recog- 
nized. This will work against the old league. 
For instance, it would not be possible for the 
Brooklyn’ club to get Fielder Jones back, on 
account of the treatment he was accorded 
by Ebbets while with thatclub. It might not 
be impossible for some other ciub to sign him 
if they offer more than Comiskey does when | 
Jones’ contract expires. 

The meeting of the Players’ Protective as- 
sociation in New York today has possibilities 
for good in the matter of preventing contract 
jumping, but they are only possibilities. 
There is no probability that the union is 
strong enough to take any action which wil] 
be obeyed by the players as a avhole. It was 
not strong enough at the start to hold the 
players in line on any question after the 
jumping began, and it has not gained any 
strength in the last year, because few of the 
players see any use in a union when they are 
getting all the money they dare ask for. 


The bumping which the White Stockings 
have been getting on this trip will do them 
a lot of good if they have the right kind of 
sand in them. Things were coming alto- 
gether too easy for awhile, and overconfi- 
dence led to the belief that physical condi- 
tion did not matter so much. Some of the 
players are known to have failed to observe 
even the elastic requirements of Comiskey 
in the matter of keeping in condition. The 
loss of the active services of Manager Grif- 
fith for so long a period has, of course, weak- 
ened the pitching staff, which was the main- 
stay of a team of light batters like the White 
Sox. But it cannot account for the slump 
of the other four slabmen, nor for the falling 
off in batting from even the small figures 
maintained earlier in the race. The club will 
return home on Thursday for a long home 
series against the eastern clubs, and it is 
likely they will retrieve some of the ground 
they have Idst in the last fortnight.

tion of Dreyfuss. : 


Boston, Mass., July 26.—[Special. }—Presi- 
dent Ban B. Johnson is authority for the 
Statement that New York will have an 
American league baseball club next year. 
From his talk it appears that it will not be 
the Baltimore club, but a new organization, 
Baltimore remaining in the league and the 
balance being maintained by the addition 
of another western club, probably Pittsburg 
under the control of Barney Dreyfuss. 

Mr. Johnson said: | 

‘I see no difficulty in the way of the lea

Barney Dreyfuss, the 
leader of National league forces in Pitts- 
burg, would be a welcome addition to the 
American organization. Dreyfuss is the one 
man in the National league who does not 
fit In that set.

Drey- 
fuss has given every indication that he is sick 
of the National league, its schemes, and his 
associates. 

“If the National league lasts to the end 
of the seaso.\ I will be surprised. I have posi- 
tive assurances that it is in serious financial 
difficulties, which it cannot survive if present 
influences prevail. 

“ The raid on the American league players 
is merely a spasm in the death struggle of 
the organization. The jumpers have done all 
their jumping and we are well satisfied.

Last 
spring it would have been easy to disrupt 
the old organization by accepting the over- 
tures of either of the factions. The American 
league believed that there was plenty of 
room for two organizations, so we were for 
peace, not war.

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BIG MATCH RACESCHEDULED FOR 
NEXT SATURDAY. 


Lord Derby and Boralma to Meet at 
Charter Oak Park in Duai*Contest 
Involving $50,000—Reasons Which 
Led Up to Making the Wagers—Both. 
Tretters Appear to Be as Ready as 
Possible for the Struggle — Enor- 
mous Crowd Expected at the Race. 


{BY H. T. WHITE.] 
The most interesting event in the trotting 
horse horizon just now is the great match 
race between Lord Derby and Boraima, 
scheduled to take place next Saturday over 
ee Charter Oak Park track at Hartford, 
onn, 
In point of magnitude from a money stand- 
point this race has never been equaled, either 
en the trotting or the running turf, when 
matches: pure and simple are considered. 
- The owner of each horse has put up $20,000 
on the chances of his favorite, and the track 
adds $10,000, making a total of $50,000 to be 
trotted for, all of which goes to the winner, 
making the capturing of this event more 
rotabie, from a monetary standpoint, than 
the winning of an American Derby twice 
over. 
' The reasons which brought about the mak- 
ing of a two horse race for such a lot of 
money are simple enough. ‘‘Tom’’ Law- 
son, the Owner of Boraima, is not aman who 
deals in small amounts when money is con- 
serned. Of all his horses Boralma is his pet 
and pride, and on more than one occasion he 
; has demonstrated this by giving the entire 
winnings of the horse, when a valuable 
stake fell to him, to charity. In 1900, when 
. the $10,000 Massachusetts stake at Boston 


announced that the entire winnings, en-' 
trance money and all, would go to the Chil- 
Gren’s hospital of his home town, and later 
in the season, when Boralma was first in the 
$8,000 Transylvania stake at Lexington, the 
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hospitals of the Kentucky town got the 


money. 
Changes Boralma’s Training. 
The defeat on two occasions last yeawof 
Boralma by Lord Derby was a sore disap- 
poinitment to Lawson, and during the win- 
ter, after he had made a change in the man- 
agement of his trotting affairs, he an- 
nounced that he was willing to match the 
horse against either Lord Derby or The 
Abbot, or both, for as much money as the 
Owners of those trotters cared to chance on 
their steeds. 
In the meantime Lord Derby had been 
sold, and his new owner was E. E. Smathers, 
a New-Yorker who likes nothing better than 
to plunge on a trotting race. In common 
with most people who make a study of har- 
ness racing, Mr. Smathers was of the opin- 
ion that the races last year between Derby 
and Boralma showed conclusively that the 
former was both faster and gamer than the 
Boston representative, and the match that is 
to be trotted next Saturday was made at 
once. For once in the history of match races 
between notably fast trotters there is no 
Question but that the amount of money ad- 
vertised as at stake has been actually put 
up, and that the whole affair has been “* for 
blood from start to finish. 
Lawson spent a quarter of a million ona 
yacht which from the start had no chance 
to compete for the America cup, so that the 
,000 bet does not cut much figure with 
him, and he really: believes Boralma can beat 
all the trotters in the world, with the possibile 
exception of Cresceus. 


Spear Confident of Winning. 


As for Smathers, the owner of Derby, he is 
about as high a gambler as the trotting turf 
has ever seen. He is also a good judge of 
horses and what they can do. His driver, 
George Spear, is cool headed to a degree, 
and, considered purely as a reinsman and a 
conditioner of horses, ranks high. Spear 
Induced Sma to give $10,000 at auction 
for Lord Der last winter when the horse 
waslame and it was not certain he would éver 
race again, and he has looked after him, day 
and night, from that time, with the sole idea 
of demonstruting that his charge is the best 
trotter in training, confident that when the 
day comes he will beat The Abbot, with 
whom he is also matched.

was won by the chestnut gelding, Lawson 


in spite of this fact the interest of Smathers 
and Spear in the coming race is no whit less 
intenSe than that of Lawson, who makes no 
Secret of the fact that sentiment was the 
moving factor in his making the match for 
Boralma. Should Lord Derby by any chance 
be beaten next Saturday, the pride of 
Smathers and Spear would receive a shock 
far more lasting in its effects than any that 
could come to Lawson through the defeat of 
his horse, though for the moment the Boston 
| man would unquestionably be the more dis- 
‘urbed. . 


if Lord Derby Is Favorite. 

It would be the loss of prestige as horse- 
. men that would appeal most forcibly to 
Smathers and Spear, while Lawson's regrets 
would all be on account of “‘ suffering Boral- 
ma,’ as he calied his horse in the course of a - 
long tebegram sent from Boston to Lexington 
last fali when the son of Boreal was pre- 
vented by a slight sickness from taking part ' 
in a race in which his prospective winnings 
were to go to charity. 

As te the race next Saturday and its prob- 
able qutcome, it is safe to say 90 per cent 
of professional horsemen think Lord Derby 
will win. They know and appreciate the fact 
that at Boston last summer, in a race with 
Cresoeus, he trotted an eighth of a mile at 
an admittedly faster rate of speed than was 
ever before attained by atrotter. They re- 
call,that he beat Boralma at Hartford two 
wedks later, the best heat in 2:06%, and that 
@ ttle later in the season when he and 
Boralma came together at Boston it was 
straight heats for Derby with Boralma out- 
trotted at every stage of the race. With 
both horses fh condition they do not think 
there is any argument as to which will win, 
and they believe that with the possible ex- 
ception of Geers no man.is better able to 
bring Derby to the post in shape to go a fast 
_ Face than George Spear.

ENGLAND DEFEATS MAD MULLAH 


British Column Makes a Forced March 
Across Eighty Miles of Desert 
and Wins Victory. 


ADEN, Arabia, July 26.—The British ex- 
peditionary force operating against the Mad 
Mullah in east Africa, after scouting north- 
east of Damot over an absolutely waterless 
country, learned the general direction of the 
Mullah’s forces and his prisoners and sent 
off .a mounted column, under Col. Cobbe, 
which, after an eighty mile chase across the 
desert, came in contact. with the tribesmen, 
killed 150 of them, and captured 4.000 camels 
and 12.000 sheep. The British had eight men 
killed and four wounded. 


ITALY FORGIVES AN INSULT. 


Diplomatic Relations with Switzerland 
Are Resumed, Germany Acting 
as the Peacemaker.

Although the privy council held 
a meeting today on the king’s yacht, and 
everything is apparently going well, croak- 
ing is heard at every club, and there are few 
who are confident that the king can endure 
the sustained strain of the prolonged cere- 
mony. I am informed on excellent author- 
ity that Sir Frederick Treves has declined to 
take up his private practice before October, 
but this may imply that he intends to have 
a long holiday after the coronation.

Conditions in Germany. 

As for Germany, every interest, the export 
and shipping trade, and every productive in- 
dustry is organized, and utility cartels and 
combinations have been generally recog- 
nized during the last two years, when the 
home markets of the fatherland have been 
demoralized, and foreign trade has been the 
best resource during a protracted period of 
commercial depression. 

It is well understood in Germany. that man- 
ufactures of all kinds would have been 
dumped into every foreign market at the 
lowest prices if the export trade had not 
been controlled by systematic organization. 
That trade has been steadied by Ger- 
man combinations, and, whatever may be 
the grievances of the agrarian agitators on 
account of American combinations, the mer 
eantile and industrial classes are not in @ 
position to join a cortinental movement 
tgainst trusts. 


Czar as an Idealist. 
It is difficult, moreover, to perceive how 
the powers which sanctioned the sugar con- 


' vention can accept the Russian proposal for 


a reconsideration of the obligations and 
agreements undertaken at Brussels. The 
Czar is a persistent idealist when he is Inter- 
ested in any policy, but it is doubtful if he 
has seriously considered the subject of in- 
dustrial trusts. His proposals have probably 
been devised by the ministers for the purpose 
of masking their retreat from the Brussels 
sugar conference, and neither England nor 


Germany will be likely to enter any interna-* 


tional assembly concerned with trusts unless 
the United States government is represented 
in it. 

The fact that England, Germany, and the 
United States are destined, in the face of 
industrial commercial! rivalries, to work 
gether is illustrated by the abolition of the 
transit dues in China. This reform is the 
best possible warrant for the opening of the 
China trade to the world on terms of equal 
ity. The British government may have 
taken the lead in obtaining foreign manage- 
ment of the collection of the inland customs 
and the abolition of the transit dues, but 
Germany and the United States have a com- 
mon interest in the general results of the fare 
reaching reform. 


British Cabinet Gossip. 

The reconstruction the cabinet, which 
has been dragging during the week, may be 
hastened by the prime minister’s consulta- 
tions with the king, whose interest in pub- 
lie affairs te reviving with his convalescence.

PARIS, July 26.—Open war between the 
gocialists and Catholics, or, more strictly 
speaking, between the clericals and ‘non- 
clericals, has been averted by the sensible 
decree issued by the cabinet council under 
the presidency of M. Loubet, exempting 
from the operation of M. Combes’ circular’ 
those establishments which have acted In 
good faith in their attempt to comply with 
the law, and also those specially authorized 
to receive endowments and legacies and 
which are genuinely charitable institutions, 
such as hospitals, almshouses, and orphan- 

ages. 

Meanwhile the socialists accuse the cler- 
fcals of obstruction and revolt; the clericals 
accuse the government of tyranny and per- 
secution, and say that even the commune of 
1871 respected the nuns. 


Combes’ Act Is Unpopular. 
It was Jules Ferry who once remarked 


‘that “ Paris has the nerves of a woman.”’ 
“he situation indeed resembles that of Jules 


Ferry’s expulsion of the priests, but with 
the important difference that Ferry expelled 
the highly unpopular Jesuits and male re- 
ligionists, while Combes, regardless of the 
fair sex, lays himself open to the charge of 
lacking chivalry by the rigid application 
of his decree against the nuns and Sisters of 
Mercy, who are always great favorites with 
Parisians. This explains the unpopularity 
of his circular... Paris certainly is not cler- 
jeal. Workingmen of the Faubourg never 
miss an opportunity of putting their dislike 
of the priests on récord,-but they have a 


Warm corner in their hearts for the “ bonnes 
‘geeurs,” as they affectionately call them. 


Do Not Expect Bloodshed. 


The clerical threat-of transfoming the re~ 
calcitrant religious schools into so many~, 
‘chabrol forts, however, will not be realized, ,.. 
and those in closest touch with the pulse Of | 
Paris say that no bloodshed nor serious dis-_ 


turbances will result from the present situa- 
tion. The attitude of resistance of the 


Bchools, however, has already elicited from 


the socialists a more drastic anti-religious 


program than any proclaimed since the revo- 


lution of 1798, and is thus summed up in the 


‘leading article in today’s Petite Republique. 


“ We are menaced with an insurrection of 
church against the indubitable rights of the 
state. Monks, priests, bishops, and cardinals 
unite in open revolt against the laws of the 


republic. Their attitude will make inevitable 


the annullation of the concordat and the 


‘peparation of church and state. Ifthe 
»churches continue to be clubs preaching re- 


bellion and seeking to group against the re- 


public all the forces of regiction, then the only} | 


thing that remains for @8 tO do Is to close the 
churches just as we have closed the con- 
vents.” 

Means Gains for Socialists. 

This is the trend of feeling, and it indicates 
‘the probable repetition of the rule invariable 
in the history of the third republic, that each 
stand of resistance is always followed by 
reaction in the form of still further advances 
end encroachments of socialism. 


Majority Are With Combes. 

The rigid enforcement. of Combes’ inter- 
pretation of the law against congregational 
schools, especially those provided with 
ereches, where laboring women could leave 
their children during working hours, con- 
tinues to cause widespread discontent. The 
sympathy of Parisians is undoubtedly with 
the Sisters of Mercy, but this sympathy is 
already outweighed by the eagerness with 
Which the nationalists have so seized the 
occasion for street agitation. 

Combes, notwithstanding his ilijudged way 
of executing the haw of associations, is 
backed by a tremendous majority through- 
out the country, except in priest ridden 
Brittany and in certain quarters of Paris, 
where agitations, organized by Francois 
Coppée and other nationalist beaders for 
Surmday, are already caueing preparations 
for streng socialist and radical counter dem- 
onstrations, which clear headed Frenchmen 
are convinced must have the same ultimate 
result that has invariably followed aggres- 
sive reaction in France for the last thirty 
yearse—namely: to shift the center of political 
gtavity of the nation still further to the left 
and lead to further measures against cleri- 
calism. 


Rochefort Works with Clergy. 

French politics makes strange bedfellows, 
and we now see the athelistical professional 
agitator and truant nobleman, Henri Roche- 
fort, working hand in hand with the clergy. 
The masses of the people have not forgotten 
the militant attitude of the French clergy 
during the Dreyfus affair, and the present 
laws and Combes’ drastic execution of them 
is regarded as meting out their deserts. Un- 
der such circumstances the rights of the 
minority, as understood in the United States 
and England, are ignored in France, with 
the result that instead of the issue being 
brought before tribunals the two hostile par- 
tles are arrayed against each other in the 
street. 


Leaders of Riots Weak Youths. 

No one in a position to gauge the real feel- 
ing of the peole imagines that anything 
really serious will occur. Agitation is a 
complete anodyne as compared with the 
Boulanger days, to say nothing of the Drey- 
fus times. The crowds of nationalists who 
are trying to incite disorder are made up 
of young, pale faced youths with straw hats, 
who have little else to do and if left to them- 
selves, by the police authorities would be 
overwhelmed by the masses of serious work- 
ingmen from Belville and La Villette. 


Orders Closing Schools Served. 

The serving of official notices closing the 
schools began this morning and was carried 
out go far as Paris was concerned without 
any disturbance. At Mauvaux, department 
du Nord, the expulsion of the sisters led to a 
riot, in whiah two persons were arrested. A 
police commissary and ten rioters were in- 
jured.

; seers in Paris will be the 
dogs’ home now nearing 
completion. It is being 
built by American money 
for the most part, although 
the initiative was taken by a 
Frenchwoman, baroness 
a’Herpent. The home com- 
prises an apartment for the 
Managers and ‘“employés, 
with doors leading to the 
kennels, situated in the back 
yard. Between the apart- 
ment and the kennels are 
the kitchens, where huge 
caldrons of soup are pre- 
pared for the canine guests. 
Nearby is the dispensary 
. and operating room, with 
fine. surgical instruments, in 
eharge of a veterinary, who gives free con- 
sultations and operates twice a week. The 
kennels will accommodate fifty dogs, and are 
models of their kind, with a wired cage for 
exercise. When a dog is brought to the home 
it will Be placed on observation, and if 
healthy will be bathed and sent to the ken- 
nels. If suffering from a malady it will be 
sent to the infirmary for treatment. In ad- 
dition to the dogs’ quarters there ts a cats’ 
kennel for forlorn tabbies. Abandoned dogs 
will become the property of the home, but 
strayed animals, when claimed, will be re- 
stored to their owners.

Napoleon readily obeyed when he received 
orders from Mazzini to declare the p 
ous war of 1850 against Austria, which, while 
it profited Italy a great deal, brought little 
or mothing to France, except the ill. will of 
the Austrians, who would otherwise have 
come to her rescue in 1870.

reigned at Stamboul. There are few wealthy 
Greeks either in King George’s dominions 
or abroad who do not belong to the society, 
and certain it is that some of its largest 
revenues are derived from the subseriptions 
of rich Greeks in the United States. 

Grand Duke Sergius, who is not only the 
uncle but likewise the brother-in-law of 
the present emperor of Russia, is generally 
understood to bein sympathy with the aims 
and motives of the Pan-Slav society at Mos- 
cow, which, under the pretext of affording 
spiritual and material relief to members of 
the Orthodox church in foreign lands, has in 
reality for its object the consolidation of all 
the countries inhabited by the Slav race into 
one great Slav empire under the scepter of 
the czar. The Pan-Slav society is likewise, 
bent on the liberation of all the Christian 
provinces ef Turkey from the thraldom of. 
the sultan, and the acquisition by Russia 
of Constantinople. Its influence is still con- 
siderable, though not quite so great as in 1877, 
when the Pan-Slavy movement drove the czar 
to declare war upon Turkey at a moment so 
inopportune for Russia that disaster fol- 
lowed the Muscovite arms throughout all 
the earlier stages of the conflict.

THE HIGH PRICE OF BEEF. 

A few weeks ago there was a national 
outburst of wrath over the high price ef 
beef and the Chicago packers who it was 
popularly believed were responsible for it. 
They were ordered by the courts to abstain 
from practices which it was alleged they 
had been guilty of, whose assuined effect 
had been dearer meat. : 

Beef costs more now than it did when the 
restraining order was issued. Mutton is 
cheaper, but this is not such a mutton loving 
country as England is. Either because 
the mutton.is not particularly good or 
cause of long indulgence in beef there are 
many consumers who prefer dear beef to 
cheap mutton. .But'though beef is more ex- 
pensive than it was when curses were being 
heaped upon the packing house “ monopo- 
Jists."”’ nobody is much disturbed. Nobody 
charges the packers with disobedience of 
the orders of the court. It seems to be as- 
sumed that as they have been directed not 
to meddle with prices they are not meddling 
with them. The advance in the price of 
beef, pork, and poultry is ascribed to natural 
causes by all who talk about the subject 
and nobody contradicts them. It may be 
that some of the people who were blaming 
the packers for the advance in prices early 
im the year are not sure now but what it was 
due to natural causes. : 


Undoubtedly, the beef eaters of the coun- 
try are not reconciled to prices which cop- 
tinue to go up, but for some reason they 
are silent in July about a subject they had 
so much to say about in May. Probably 
it was impossible for them“to keep at a 
white heat of indignation over one griev- 
ance for so longa time. Other things have 
come up for them to scold about. But 
while less is said about the advance in the 
price of meat the effect of the advance is 
apparent. It is the one great cause of the 
continuous demands for higher wage scales. 
The workingman, so large a percentage of 
whose earnings go to buy foodstuffs, discov- 
ers that the sum set apart for that purpose 
does not buy so much'as it used to. Then 
follows the almost inevitable demand for 
better pay. 


GENEROUS MR. DEVERY. 

The Charity Organization society of New 
York ought to be interested in Mr. Devery’s 
campaign in the Ninth assembly district. 
If there ever was “ wholesale dutdoor re- 
lief,” it can be found in that district now. 
Free drinks and free cigars formed the pro- 
logue. Free ice was the first act. Free 
medical advice was the second. Free meat 
and free groceries will be the third. 

“When I was chief of police,” said Mr. 
Devery, “several philanthropists used to 
come around to me every little while and 
say, ‘Here is $1,000; use it to alleviate the 
misery of the poor persons you hear about.’ 
Now that I have gone into politics these 
same philanthropists have come to me and 
made me the same offer. Tomorrow we will 
go round to the grocer shops and butcher 
shops in the district and find out where there 
are any poor people who want things to eat. 
When we find out we'll just pay up their 
Hills and tell the grocer men and butchers 
that these folks have got good credit all the 
time as long as they need it. This is non- 
partisan.” 

It would be interesting to know the names 
of Mr. Devery’s philanthropists, One can- 
not help feeling that they expect their phi- 
lanthropy to pay dividends. It might not 
be a bad investment to finance Mr. Devery 
and share up profits with him. The most 
suggestive thing about the whole affair, 
however, is the light it throws on the start- 

ing divergence there is in this country be- 
tween ideals and achievements, between 
“ municipal science ” and “ ward politics,” 
What a deal of close study the American 
ity has had! What an infinite number of 
words have been written and spoken about 
it! There is the National Municipal league. 
Tbere is the National Civic Improvement 
society. There is the magazine Walled Mu- 
uicipal Affairs. In the March, 1901, issue 
of that magazine there was a bibliography 
of the literature of “ municipal science.” 
Three hundred and twelve pages, with more 
than 12,000 entries in the subject index, 
amazed and overwhelmed the reader. Writ- 
ten information is certainly not what the 
subject lacks. Its written information is 
well developed: - Twelve thousand books, 
pamphiets, -and articles. would seem to be 
enough ae a beginning.

THE RELIGIOUS TROUBLES IN FRANCE. 

The closing of the schools of the religious 
congregations in France which have not con- 
formed to the law of associations has been 


unlooked for. The ministry must have ex- 
pected that it would be necessary to call in 
the police in some instances, but obviously 
underestimated fhe strength of the opposi- 
tion in the provinces. In the past liberal 
governments in France have more than 
once made the blunder of alienating from 
the republic the supporters of the church. 
The war of the Vendée was attributable 
not so much to the loyalty of the people to 
the crown as to their devoted adherence to 
their priests, who resisted with all their 
force the legislation of the revolution con- 
cerning them. ‘The most violent opposition 
to the action of the cabinet comes from the 
descendants of the Vendeans. All through 
Brittany the population has turned out to 
prevent forcibly the closing of the schools. 
It is not only that the church has been 
attacked but that the parents of something 
like 150,000 children in France .are con- 
fronted by the withdrawal of al] educational 
facilities from their offspring, and are con- 
sequently angered. The government is able 
to care for only a small propertion ‘of 
the scholars who are denied admittance to 
the church schools. Undoubtedly the bitter 
feeling is increased by the fact that M. 
Combes, the premier, was once a priest him- 
self and a professor of theology. The roy- 
alists and the Bonapartists will do their best 
to incite the clericals to violence, hoping to 
profit politically by the opposition to the re 
publican government. 
The Latin races seem to lack the Teutonic 
and Anglo-Saxon genius for compromise, 
In Germany the emperor is enthusiastically 
indorsed by the Catholics for his attitude 
toward their church, and in England the 
state church is the result of a series of com-: 
promises between the puritanical and Ro-. 
manist elements. There are in the German 
states ruling houses of different faith from 
the vast majority of their subjects. With 
more moderation the French government 


it desired. As it is, the separation of the 
radical groups from the other politica] par- 
ties will be even more marked than before, 
and the clericals will be driven into closer 
alliance with the anti-republican elements. 
In all probability there is no serious danger 
to the republic in the present agitation, but 
friends of republican France must view 
with anxiety the.display of that intolerance 
which has had such serious results in the 
past. 


YOUTH DEFEATS AGE. . 

Age and science have again gone down 
before youth, musele, and ability to “ stand 
punishment.” In the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons 
prize fight the expected happened. It 
was generally taken for granted that 
if Fitzsimmons could not get the bet- 
ter of Jeffries. three years ago, when the 
former was 37 years old, he could not do 
it when he was three years older. The 
prize fighter soon passes his prime. 

As the qpponents were so unequally 
matched it was impossible to get up the 
stir and hubbub which have preceded many 
other prize fights. The people declined to 
get excited. They read with languid in- 
terest, when they read them at all, the ac-. 
counts of the arrangements for the fight. 
They read the accounts of the fight itself 
with an eagerness which does nét quite fit 
in with the idea that men are becoming: 
gentler and tenderer. There is a savage 
strain in highly civilized Americans which 
betrays itself quickly whenever anything 
happens in the nature of a fight—from a 
scientific encounter in the prize ring to a 
street scuffle. 

There are laws against prize fighting 
which will be obeyed everywhere in the 
course of time. As yet public sentiment 
is not quite civilized enough to permit of 
their enforcement eéverywhere. Conse- 
quently, Jeffries cannot hope to keep his 
title of champion without fighting for it,« 
There is money as well as a kind of glory 
to be gained by victory. The receipts of 
Friday’s encounter were about $40,000, of 
which Jeffries will get a generous share. 
Therefore before long some fellow younger 
than himself and perhaps equally muscular 
and enduring will banter him for a fight.. 
Sooner or later he will go where Sullivan, 
Corbett, Fitzsimmons, and other men mighty 
with their fists have gone. Like them, Jef- 
fries will be merely the “ idol of a day.” 

Fitzsimmons owns up that he was fairly 
whipped and will not try his luck again, 
If Jeffries, who has made considerable: 
money, were to put it in some respectable 
business and vow never to appear in the 
ring. again, Friday’s fight would have one 
good result. It-would remove two pugilists 
from the field. | 


THE MIRGANIZATION OF THE DRAMA, 

It may be that the English are not aroused 
to the far reaching plans of the Morgan of 
the stage, or that they do not see in Ameri- 
can control of the theaters of the world a 
menace to their prosperity. At all events 
there is no allusion to Mr. Frohman’s latest 
announcements in the many dispatches re- 
garding British alarm over Ameriéan inva- 
sions. So far the Pnglish have parted with 
numerous actors, a few good but more bad 
or indifferent, without a murmur. To be sure 
some critic not long ago proclaimed that 
playing before American audiences coars- 
ened the British ‘Thespian, but no one took 
him seriously. Now, however, there is some 
danger of the transfer of London’s stars to 
the western hemisphere and their replace- 
ment by American stage people of the type 
more admired by the English “ Johnnies ” 
than the American public. 

The theatrical trust is going to bring to 
these shores the cream of Huropean artists 
to elevate the public taste—for an adequate 
consideration, A merger has been formed 
between the Grau and Frohman “ inter- 
ests "’ to extend the sphere of action so as 
to take in the continent, Two knights, Sir 
Henry Irving and Sir Charles Wyndham, 
head the list of importations; Bernhardt has 
accepted a retainer; the playwrights are in 
the hire of the syndicate; Jerome K. Jerome, 
J. M. Barrie, Gilbert Parker, Anthony 
Hope, and “ almost everybody who writes,” 
as the octopus himself declares. Besides 
exporting American actors to England and 
English actors to America, the trust will

ACCIDENTS WHICH SHOULD NOT OCCUR. 
Last Friday, for the second time within 


Wentworth avenue car figured as one of 
the principals. It is almost unnecessary 
to say that h% was the Wentworth car that 
won. The long red centipedes that start 
for the south side from the corner of Clark 
and Washington can craw! over any vehicle 
the city can produce. If one wishes to be 
absolutely safe one ought always to patron- 
ize them rather than their rivals. It is uv- 
fortunate, however, that, with all their vir- 
tues, they are not more controllable. Of 
course, rails are slippery nowadays, and 
it is harder than usual to bring cars to a 
stop, but a collision between street cars 
at a street c g seems so unnecessary 
that one cannot but suppose that greater 
care will be exercised in the future. 

At present it seems that the right of 
way at a crossing is conceded to the cars 
which run in one direction, and the duty 
of stopping is laid only on the cars which 
run in the other. It would be better if both 
cars had to stop always. This would mean 
delay, but to be delayed many times is better 
than being killed once, An excess of cau- 
tion will not do much harm... The passen- 
ger will feel safer if he knows that the street 
car on which: he is riding stops at every 
crossing and prospects before going over. © 

There is another change which might 
prove useful. Some motormen are work- 
ing such long hours that they get into a 
condition in which they can hardly control 
themselves, much less their cars. The 
shaken up, worn out, broken down employé 
is no fit guardian of public safety. Un- 
reasonable as the men have sometimes 
seemed to be in their demands they are 
certainly right in this, that twelve and 
thirteen hour runs are as dangerous to the 
public as they are disagreeable to the motor- 
man and the conductor. If shorter hours 
can be granted people will be pleased. 


“DECISION DAY.” 

Now and then one observes in the Protest- 
ant bodies a movement which looks like a 
reversion to the methods of the undivided 
church. To some a movement of this kind 
will seem to be not so much a reversion as 
a retrogression. To others it will seem to be 
a proper withdrawal from a position which 
has become untenable. What is called De- 
cision day-is a case in point. Protestants 
have been inclined to lay great stress on 
conversion. Hence the practice of “ joining 
the church ”, after a deep spiritual experi- 


ence. Catholics, on the other hand, have 


talked less about conversion than about im- 
provement, less about change than about 
growth. Hence the practice of “ confirm- 
ing” baptized persons at the age of puberty 
and of admitting them at that period of 
their life to their full rights in the sacra- 
ments. 

Decision day means that some Protestant 
congregations have adopted a custom which 
many of their members will regard as an 
exotic. The Outlook, however, seems to 
think that if the children of a congregation 
are admitted on a certain day to member- 
ship in the congregation, after having been 
thoroughly grounded in the principlés of the 
Christian faith, the resemblance this process 
bears to the sacrament of confirmation ought 
not to be pressed against it. Protestants 


are recoiling, says the Outlook, from the | 


excesses into which their reaction from 
Rome hurried them, and are now willing to 
admit that the Protestant view of the Chris- 
tian life needs to be supplemented by the 
Catholic yiew of it. Conversion, “ rupture,” 
needs to be balanced with confirmation, 
“nurture.” If Decision day means any- 
thing it means that the Protestants who 
keep it are going to baptize théir children 
and later*bring them into the church much 
in the way fn which Catholics are in the 
habit of doing those things now. It is im- 
possible, of course, to say how far Decision 
day will spread. The Outlook implies that 
it has had considerable recognition in the 
east. It is an interesting development and 
its history will be worth watching. 


THERE ARE HOPEFUL SIGNS. 

The hopes of many billboard beraters will 
be fixed upon the convention of the Ameri- 
can Park and Outdoor Art association, to be 
held in Boston in August. A feature of this 
convention will be an exhibit of artistic 
billboards designed by American architects 
and suitable for village and city streets. 
The prospect of bidding farewell to that 
giant race of billboard personages that leer 
at one from behind trees and beside build- 
ings, and of welcoming in their places a 
genteel company of artistic advertisers is 
sweet to a sorely tried public. Of course 
there are some people who declare that art 
and advertising are irreconcilable, and oth- 
ers who, while admitting that art and oat- 
meal may safely join hands and crackers 
and cocoa press beauty into their service, 
will not admit that gin and art can be com- 
pelled to keep company, or that the service 
of the beautiful should be called in to exploit 
what is pernicious. Yet art, no less than 
nature, “never did betray the heart that 
loved her,” and though it is barely possible 
that a man who loathes pickles might, 
through hig admiration of a pickle adver- 
tisement, be led to indulge in these sour joys, 
still if he were a discriminating person he 


would always be able to refrain from loving | 


art for pickles’ sake. Yet the first mer- 
chant who uses an artistic signboard ‘de- 


serves that a grateful public should patron- | 


ize his wares whether these be soups or 
soaps, oatmeal or automobiles. 


THE NEED OF WAVY OFFICERS. 
' Secretary Moody’s assertion that the 
navy is crippled for want of officers will 
not bear contradiction. With singular lack 
of intelligence congress has refused to in- 
crease adequately the number of cadets 
at the naval academy, in spite of ‘repre- 
sentations that the deficiency in officers 
will become more serious annually as the 
ships now building reach completion.

The lake, 
river, and ocean are all equally -useful, and we cannot overestimate the 
value of outdoor bathing in toughening the epidermis and improving the Gr- 
culation and the general health. In addition there should be that change of 
diet, and we would that all those who dine in our best restaurants and eat 


of the choicest dainties could be put upon a diet of corn bread, milk, and 


eggs and the occasional plain meal derived from the poultry yard or the 
garden of some well kept farm. To those in the city whose poverty is such 
they must live on the scantiest diet we would like to have this reversed and 
have them fed upon dainties, the central thought of all this being that there

The laws 
of international courtesy require that, and 
the United States, which, as one of the great 
powers of the modern world represented 
abroad by full fledged ambassadors and at 
great state functions in Europe, such as 
coronations, by special embassies, cannot 
afford to be remiss.in any of these rules 
governing the intercourse between the vari- 
ous great powers—all the more as there is 
nothing in the United States constitution to 
prevent, such a visit being paid by the Presi- 
t.

It is on this account that no 
Catholic sovereign has ever yet ventured to 
visit the king of Italy at the quirinal, with 
the single exception of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, who was already at,the time sub- 
ject to the ban of the church.

Now, this annulment of the 
concordat is what the pope and the vatican 
dread more than anythingelse. For it would 
have the immediate effect of depriving the 
French clergy and bishops of their stipends, 
which at the present momenj cost the French 
treasury some $12,000,000 a year, and which 
would have to be furnished either by the pa- 
pacy or else by French lay Catholics, who, 
_in that event, would find themselves unable 
to contribute the amounts which they are 
now paying to the support of the papacy and 
of the religious orders. 

Not only would an annulment of the con- 
cordat, brought about by an affront placed 
by the vatican upon the chief magistrate of 
France, gravely injure the prestige of the 
papacy, but it would serve to embitter the 
French clergy and Catholics against the Ro- 
man curia, and therefore it is extremely 
probable that the pope will give away, and 
that he will consent to receive a visit from 
President Loubet at the vatican in spite 
of the fact that the French executive is 
staying at the time as a guest of King Victor 
Emmanuel at the quirinal. 

Once the holy seat has done this, it will no 
longer be able to continue the rule which 
it has maintained hitherto in the cage of the 
heads of other Catholic powers, and the visit 
of President Loubet to Rome is likely to be 
followed by those of Catholic sovereigns, 
such as, for instance, the kings of Spain, 
Portugal, Belgium, and Saxony, as well as 
by King Charles of Roumania. 

Probably, too, it will lead old Emperor 
Francis Joseph to at length pay his long 
deferred return visit to the Italian court,’ 
which, has been owing for close upon thirty 
years, the failure to return it until now being 
a source of much bitterness between the 
two countries and tending naturally to 
weaken gthe ties of alliance by which they 
are bound to one another.

ONDON, July 17.—The differences 
between London. and New York 
theaters interest me much. Not 
so much the theaters themselves, 
but the acting and the style of 
plays that are played. 

Take. for example, Anthony 
Pilkerton’s Peerage,’ until recent- 
by Arthur Bouchier and his ad-

man has, 1 believe, bought this play for 
America, but unless he imports Mr. Bou- 
chier’s company to play it and am English 
audience to see it, I don't believe that he 
will make it go.

are amusing, Mir. Hope has revived his 
Dolly Dialogue manner and added a pinch 
of politics to it. I do not believe that enough 
Americans to make the venture pay would 
understand the play. Im England the strug-- 
gle for title is well known and the humor of . 
the struggle thoroughly appreciated. Mr. 
Hope sees his opportunity to sharpen his 
wits at the expense of the government and 
he gets in many a garcasticline. These lines 
delighted his London audiences, but I don’t 
believe that we would appreciate them at 
all in America, for we would hardly under- 
stand. them, and, then, we have no company 
that could give such an all round clever per- 
formance as that of Mr. Bouchier’s. That 
actor himself was capital in his part, and 
as for “Sam "' Sothern and Henry V. Es- 
mond they were inimitable. Bvery once in 
a while Mr. Esmond threatens to leave the 
stage and devote himself to play writing, then 
he changes his mind and goes on acting, 
pwhich ts en inestimable gain to the London 
stage, for in his linemo one could be better. 
Mr, Sothern reminds‘4ne much of his talented 
father. Hehas muchthe Dundreary manner.

understood in New York or Chicago as in 
London. I am safe in saying that it will go 
like hot cakes on our side of the water. I 
am also safe in saying that it will not be 
half so well acted as itis here. Miss Annie 
Russell, who I believe will play the 
*“ Mouse ” in New York, will do it well. The 
aemureness of the part will undoubtedly suit 
her. but the deviltry that Mis Annie Hughes 
puts into it is not hers to give. And then the 
men! We have no men who can act the 
part of men of the world 4s can these English 
actors. When they come anywhere near 
being as good actors as Mr. Gerald Du 
Maurier, for example, they become stars. 

On the whole I found “ A Country Mouse ”’ 
the most amusing play that I have seen in 
London. It is almost farce, but it is none 
the less amusing for all that. There is noth- 
ing new in the plot—the little country gir! 
whom every one thinks so innocent and free 
from guile, who in worldly wisdom can give 
the city mouse points.. Arthur Law, the 
author, is new to me, but his success is now 
made. If he could turn out plays at the rate 
of Clyde Fitch he could sell them all. 


HILE we have individual action as 
good or better than any fn England 

we have no stock companies to com- 

pare with those of London, hor have 
we had since the old days at Daly's. 

here is no English woman star to compare 
with Julia Marlowe, nor in her line with 
Maude Adams, nor one with the dash and 
brilliancy of Blanche Bates. But these ladies 
are stars and could not be induced to play in 
stock companies, nor should they. We have

stock companieg in which the women are as. 
good as any in England. Take that of the 
Empire theater as an example. But we are 
weak when it comes to the men. 

As for the theaters themselves, it is about 
aneven thing. Some of the English theaters 
are little more than holes in the ground, but 
others, the newer ones, are as comfortable as 
any that we have. As there is an aversion 
to tall buildings in England, and as the stage 
end of the theater must neéds be many feet 
higher than the rest of the building to ac- 
commodate the scenery, there fs hardly a 
theater in London that does not run down 
deep into the ground. The Criterion is the 
worst example of this strange method of 
building. Its top gallery, I am told, ig On a 
level with the sidewalk. I should not Ifke 
to be in the Criterion if an alarm of fire was 
raised. The long passages and steep stairs 
make the place a veritable death trap. An 
Englishman with whom I was discussing the 
subject argued that having to go up intead of 
down stairs to get out of the theater was 3 
great advantage in case of fire, Iscould not 
follow his argument, but it was. perfectly evi- 
dent to him that London theaters are better 
than those of New York in case of fire, but 
if Ihave to choose any for such an emergency 
it would be those of New York’ 

It is strange to the American to see one of 
the best parts of the theaters given over to 
the “pit.”’ Directly back of the orchestra 
Stalls that cost from $2 to $2.50, and even $3 
beginning in the middle of the house, is the

NE of the most popular summer re- 
sorts in the country is the beautiful 
wilderness of forest covered moun- 
tains, threaded with numerous rivers 
and holding in the jade green chalices 

af the hills hundreds of lakes, which make so 
gitractive a sojourn in the Adirondack moun- 
tains. 

Many of the largest and handsomest of the 
log cabins which dot the shores of these 
kes belong to Chicago people of wealth, 
for it takes wealth to build these expensive 
cabins and fit them out in the luxury which 
makes them so delightful. Almost any one 
ean build a hcuse in these mountains, but 
acabin is a different thing; it-means the 
hauling of logs of rich brown cedar and the 
fiting of these together so that the buiiding 
shall be architecturally beautiful.

BUILDING WILL FALL SHORT OF

Falling Off Unquestionably Due to High 


Price of Building Materials—Prices 
Generally About 30 Per Cent Higher 
than Three Years Ago—Showing for 
the Year Will Be Good Nevertheless 
—Chicago Compares Well with New 
York.

Present indications at are that the total cost 


of the building operations of the year will 


fall considerably short of the estimates made 


in the early part of the year. At that time 


leading architects and contractors were of 


the opinion that the figures would reach 
$60,000,000, whereas it is hardly believed now 
that they wi!l reach $50,000,000, This falling 
off is unquestionably due for the greater 


part to the high prices of building materials, 


emphasized in some lines by combinations 
among manufacturers. A generally in- 
creased labor cost is also another feature 
in the situation, and the indications are that 
these conditions will obtain, certainly dur- 
ing the remainder of the present year, and 
possibly during most of next year, unless 
there should be a reaction from the present 
universally prosperous. business conditions, 
| which is not regarded as probable during 


that time. Many people who in the early 


Some of the leading architects of the city 


who have much to do with the erection of 
large office buildings state that prices of 


material are quite 30 per cent higher than 


they were three years ago, and that in those 
lines where manufacturers have formed 
combinations they are much higher. 


No complaint is made regarding iron, it 


belng stated that prices are rather lower 
than a few years ago. At that time the 
price of wrought iron in skeleton buildings 
was in the neighborhood of $100 a ton, where- 
as it is now about $60. Pressed brick, how- 
ever, are much higher, owing, it is declared, 
to a combination of manufacturers. Com- 
mon brick are not regarded as unreasonably 
high, however, at $5.50 a thousand. Terra 
cotta and fireproofing materials are said 
to be exceedingly high by reason of alleged 
combinations. An interesting statement is 
made in connection with marble and tile 
work, it being alleged that the setters of 


these materials work with altogether un- 


necessary slowness, frequently carrying it 
to the extent of only doing in a day what 
should be readily done in half that time. 
It is known that some exasperating delays 
in the finishing of buildings are laid to this 


cause. 


Despite these unfavorable conditions the 


showing for the year is going to be an ex- 
cellent one, and a handsome increase is cer- 
tain to be recorded over 10901, which was re- 
garded as an exceptionally good building 
year. Some large projects which cannot 
wait on a fall in the prices of materials are 
likely to be undertaken during the fall 
months, and even without these a large 
total for the year is now assured. 


Comparisons with New York. 
It is interesting in this connection to make 


some comparisons with New York, which is 
generally recognized as enjoying an un- 
precedented building boom. It is a common 
thing for Chicagoans returning from that 
city to speak of the wonderful amount of 
building going on there and to compare the 
building situation in Chicago with it to the 
disparagement of the latter. It is unques- 
ceees tionably the fact that New York is erecting 
86 | @ lot of magnificent structures which are 

al not being undertaken in Chicago, but a com- 
parison of the total building operations of 
the two cities during the first five months of | 
the present year does not place Chicago in 
an especially unfavorable light. Thus the 
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during that period amount to $28,004,550, 
while the figures for Chicago reach the hand- 
some total of $24,601,206, an excess for New 
York of only $3,403,255. 


Factory Building in Two Cities. 
There is certainly nothing discouraging in 


this comparison, and when attention is called 
to another phase of the building operations tn

ones 0m Reference is had to factory building in the 

two cities, in which the figures for New York 
during the first five months of this year 
amount to $968,750, while Chicago has to its 
credit a total of $2,073,000, or more than 
double that of New York. In an analysis of 
the elements which go to make for permanent 
and healthy growth this is of far more sig- 
nificance than the erection of great sky- 
scraping Office buildings and magnificent 
hotels and apartment houses. These latter 
are simply the result of the industrial growth 
of a city, and are not of themselves a creating

Liquidation in September Wheat.

The best one was on 
July, which picked up from 74%c to 75c 
after early sales at 76c. The September 
dropped from 72c¢ to Tic, and the Decem- 
ber from 7l%ec to 70%c.

But in 
the line of music-teaching no such controlling 
influence exists. dt is true that countless 
music colleges and conservatories issue cer- 
tificates of graduation to those who have 
completed certain courses of study with 
them, but these certificates, even in the few 
instances where they have any value what- 
ever, have no power to regulate or limit the 
right of the bearer to teach. The resuit is 
that while the other professions may be 
crowded, owing to the multitudes of gradu- 
ates the specialized educational institutions 
of the country turn\out every year, the 
crowding is at least with persone more or less 
competent, while in music the crowding is 
due chiefly to the presence of incompetenis. 
Music is no longer studied with the view of 
making the ability acquired an accomplish- 
ment—money-making is in the majority of 
cases the sole thought with which the learn- 
ing of the piano, the organ, the violin, or the 
voice is undertaken. And frequently be- 
fore a student has reached the point where 
he can play or sing even passably well he 
thinks to make a good part or all of the 
money he is expending for his own imstruc- 
tion by giving lessons to others. He takes 
pupils for any price he can get, teaching an 
hour for from 25 cents to $1, and by these low 
rates of tuition and by playing or singing 
gratis or for a few dollars at clubs and public 
entertainments, takesaway from instructors, 
properly qualified and reaidly able, the stu- 
dent material and the engagements neces- 
sary for even moderate prosperity.

course neither lasting nor at any time finan- 
cially brilliant, for their ignorance soon is in 
evidence and patronage drops away.

A young man who was the only son of a 
merchant in moderate circumstances in 
Davenport, Ia., showed when a boy marked 
love and a fair amount*of ability for music, 
his talents seeming to He in the direction of 
the piano, with possibly some gifts for com- 
position. The father Hstened to the mother’s 
wish that the boy might make music a pro- 
fession, and believing that good preparation 
is the secret of success in any Mne of work, 
determined that the boy should have every 
advantage. The best teacher in the home 
city was chosen, and after two years of study 
there, at the age of 17, the boy and his mother 
left for Europe. The customary hunt fora 
satisfactory teacher in Berlin was begun, a 
year was wasted in “trying” four, who 
came highly recommended, and fitially a 
move was made to Vienna, and there a new 
start was taken with the pedagogue who has 
made Vienna famous. After five years in 
Europe the young man and his mother 
started homeward. He had played in sev- 
eral salons in Vienne—gratis of course—and 
had won the plaudits of those present. 
Through the kind offices of a friend in Berlin 
he had been able to get a chance to “ assist ’’ 
at a song recital given in the German cap- 
ital, the fee being nothing, but the appear- 
ance securing him a two-line reference in 
one paper that reviewed the recital, three 
lines in another, a paragraph in the English- 
American journay, and nothing in the other 
Berlin papers. In London, where he stopped 
on-his way home, he met a young American 
violinist who was eager to play in concert 
there. The Iowan decided to join issues 
th him, an agent was visited, a concert in 
telnway Hall was arranged and given. Re- 
eult: Expenses, $300; receipts, $5.75; news- 
paper notices, three, aggregating seven lines. 


Experience with Concert Agents. 

Arrived in New York, the pianist began 
the weary looking up of concert agents. 
“Sorry, but we have our pianists for the 
season,’ was the answer of the better agents 
—the worse ones flattered him, wanted from 
$25 to $150 for a “ registry fee ’’ for securing 
him “‘many engagements" during the fall 
and winter, and when he refused to fall in 
with their plans became insolent. Returned 
to Davenport, he visited among friends and 
relatives, was received with enjoyable awe 
and admiration by them, and with more or 
legs open sneers and dislike by the musicians 
of the city. He felt that chances would be 
more favorable were he to go to a larger 
music center. “If I begin small I'll always 
remain small,’’ was his statement of the case 
to his father, and the latter, still indulgent. 
sent himto Chicago. Arrived here, he sought 
out a number of the best known musicians, 
presented the few notes of introduction he 
had, was received with every evidence of 
cordiality, and began to look about for work 
to do. He noticed that the musicians on 
whom he called had elegantly appointed stu- 
dios—rugs, draperies, pictures, bric-&-brac, 
all bearing the stamp of costliness and 
artistic worth. The man whose studio was 
most luxurious seemed busiest, and, being a 
youth of discernment, he concluded that he 
must “ begin big."' He looked therefore for 
a studio in the building then the most fash- 
lonable in the city for the music fraternity 
and succeeded in subrenting a finely fur- 
nished room for two days in the week at the 
rate of $30 a month 

Then the search for pupils began. Through 
a club woman who had known his mother

The success of such incompetents is of. 


The finding in Helena, Mont., of what is believed to be the for- 
mer bed of that branch of Last Chance creek whose direction was 
never found by miners of Helena’s earlier days, recalls that Main 
street, Helena, stands over Last Chance gulch, frém which came 
$15,000,000 in gold. While digging a well the other day P. R. Mar- 
tin, who lives in Hollins street, struck a channel sixty-five feet 
down, sand from which pans gold, and as the channel leads toward 
Main street, the site of Last Chance gulch, it is declared to be the 


bed of the lost fork of Last Chance creek. 


The creek derived its name in a peculiar manner. 
pectors, having been unsuccessful at the scene of the first discovery 
of gold in Montana at Alder creek, and hearing the reported rich 
discoveries on Frazier river, started overland for British Colum- 
bia, there being n° railroads in the northwest at that time. 

The journey was a difficult one, and when they reached a point , 
near where the present city of Missoula stands, they decided to 
return to their eastern homes and abandon the race for gold. En 
route they tested the streams, until one day one of them declared 
it was a waste of time and proposed they throw away their pans, 

They had then reached a point a few miles below the present 
site of Helena. The more patient of the two insisted that they 
make one more effort. After much persuasion the other consented, 
with the remark that it was the last chance. 
valley to a point where the stream emerged from the mountains, 
they dipped their pans into the sands. It was carefully washed 
over, and, to their great delight, “ colors,"’ or grains of gold were 


Then and there the district was named “ Last Chance gulch.” 
Today that guich is the main street of Montana’s capital city. 
The two prospectors went to Virginia City for supplies,‘and, while 
they endeavored to keep their discovery a secret, it leaked out, and 
when they. started on the return trip they were followed by other 
eager goldseekers. A settlement rapidly sprang up, as the news 


of the phenomenally rich strike spread. 


The town grew apace, until on either side of the little stream 


was a row of frame houses. These were later destroyed by a fire, 
and were replaced with more substantial structures, and the town 
built back from the gulch on both sides, so that from point of 
altitude Main street is the lowest in the city. 

At a point near the present site of the postoffice it was found 
that the stream had branched, and while the route of one was 
plainly marked by the running water, the other disappeared from 
sight, apparently seeping into the earth, and, it was supposed, 
coming to the surface at some point in the valley below. The 
known stream was panned out at a great profit, and then the pros- 
pectors turned their attention to a search for the other branch. 
Many thousands of dollars were spent in this manner. Shafts 
were sunk at likely spots; others searched the valley for the upris- 
ing of water—but all to no ayail. 

Martin’s discovery, like that of the original gulch, was an acci- 
‘dent. He recently purchased a house and lot and decided to sink 
awell. Ata depth of sixty-five feet he encountered a seam, which, 
after being penetrated five feet, developed into a cavity. An old 
prospector, who had daily watched the operation, at once declared 
that Martin had struck the lost channel, and insisted on panning 
some of the sand, with the result that from one pan fourteen 
colors were found. 

Shells, snails, and other fresh water formations were found. 
The channel, if continued in a straight line, would encounter Main 
Steet at a point near where it was lost, as it runs in a northeast- 
erly and southwesterly direction. 

The claim will be thoroughly developed by Martin, who believes 
that he has really encountered the old bed of the creek. To this 
day Helena builders pay nothing for Main street excavating, it is 
said, the contractor finding his reward in the gold panned from 
the soil. The early mining was conducted in a crude and loose 
manner, with the result that large quantities of gold were over- 
looked. Should Martin find the project a profitable one and tunnel 

to the supposed intersection with Main street, he would be com- 
pelled to drive under the fashionable residence section of the city.

The end of the first season in Chicago 
came. It was the last week In May, “* Bes-

He 
taught his two pupils till June 15—the girl 
who paid, and the boy who couldn’t—then 
gave up his studio and went home to Daven- 
port for the summer. ~He figured up his 
first year in Chicago as follows: Studio rent, 
8 months, at $30, $240; circulars, postage, 
and other incidentals, $50; boarding, con- 
certs, and sundries, 9 months, $600; total) 
expenses, $8090. 
and the new had paid him $45, and by 
playing at two suburban club entertainments 
he had earned $20, less the 10 per cent the 
agent took for securing him the engage- 
ments. His income for the nine months had 
been, therefore, $123, his expenses $890! 


Success After Five Years. 


That first season in-Chicago is now five 
years in the past. He returned here the 
next September, engaged his studio and be- 
gan a vigorous campaign for pupils. He 
“assisted” at various recitals during the 
winter, at the majority of them gratis, at 
others for from $10 to $50. His playing 
pleased the public, the daily papers com- 
mended his work, and those of the weekly 
music journals in which he advertised de- 
voted paragraphs to fulsome praise of his 
abilities as pianist andteacher. Pupils came 
in slowly increasing numbers, but only now 
in the latter half of his fifth season is his 
class of a sige that assures him a profit of 
a few hundred dollars after his expenses of 
the teaching season and of the five months 
of comparative or complete summer idle- 
ness are paid. His education in Europe and 
his expenses during the five years in Chi- 
cago figure up about $12,000. Ten years of 
hard work have brought him in about $4,000, 
so that now at the age of 27 he finds himself 
self-supporting, but under an indebtedness 
to his father of $8,000, with a few hundred 
dollars’ profit on the tenth year as his start 
toward the canceling of that indebtedness. 
Has music teaching as a business been 
profitable in his case? 

It may be claimed by some that the pianist 
made his expenses unnecessarily large by his 
long sojourn in Europe and by renting a 
studio elegantly appointed and in one of the 
high-priced buildings. The experiences of 
another young pianist and of a young tenor 
may show what. modest beginnings and 
modest surroundings bring. 

The young planist concluded that his 
chances would be better in a place smaller 
than is Chicago. He had a few friends ina 
Southern city, so wen@there, made the parlor 
in the house which he fitted up for himseif 
and his mother his studio, and began the 
search for pupils. His friends used their in- 
fluence, and In a few months he fousd himself 
in on of a class of fair size, one suf- 
ficient for him to meet most of the modest ex- 
penses of the little home he and his mother 
maintained. The dull summer months came, 
with their complete cessation of income, but

a little “ reserve fund ” the mother possessed 
tided the household over this period. The 
second autumn brought Increased classes, 
but .not infrequently collections for lessons 
were extremely slow. One experience in the 
collecting line the pianist counts among his 
choicest memories, and uses as an argument 
to prove that music is a poor business. 
Among his pupils the pianist had the two 
daughters of a family seemingly doing well 
as the owners of a smal! plantation just out- 
side the city. For some months the music 
teacher's bills were paid as soon as present- 
ed, then came a delay, and after two months 
with unpaid bills had passed the mother of 
the two girls came to the instructor and hes- 
itatingly told him that her husband was in 
financial embarrassment, but she believed it 
was, only temporary, amd while she could not 
just at present meet the debt her daughters’ 
music study had made she hoped soon to De 
able to do so, and she was especially desir- 
ous that the two girle should continue their 
lessons. The young teacher assured her he 
was entirely willing to trust her, and the les- 
sons continued. Two months passed thus. 


prospect of a few pupils and of some con- 
cert engagements led him to think he could 
earn a livelihood easily and agreeably with 
his music. He left his bank, and, renting a 
studio in one of the cheaper music buildings, 
found hi if at the beginning of the season 
of 1898-’9 in possession of a plainly furnished 
room on the eleventh floor, the rent being 
$9 a month for two days in the week. He 
had two pupils to start with, but he found 
that he dared ask them only $1.50 a lesson— 
a higher price would result in their going to 
a teacher “ with a bigger name.”’ For three 
months his income remained thus at $11 a 
week, but having only himself to care for he 
managed to’ pay his studio rent regularly 
and to live. 
Never Cut Prices.” 

An occasional engagement of the church 
quartet by some musical or social club re- 
sulted in an extra $5 for him, and once 
fortune seemed to favor.

He therefore went 
into the house to obtain counsel, and, finding 
the mother was delighted at the thought of 
possessing the animal, wrote out a receipt 
for $50 and, giving it to the boy took charge of 
the cow. But the little home place boasted 
no barn. The next day the pianist sent for 
a carpenter and had plans drawn for a neat, 
substantial shed. It was soon bukt—cost, 
$98. For two or three weeks the young mu- 
sician and his mother reveled in abundance 
of milk and cream, then the supply lessened, 
and soon ceased aitgether. Rather than feed 
the animal during this unproductive period, 
its musical owner sold it for $18, and, al- 
though in due time the farmer was able to 
cancel the amount still due for the piano les- 
sons, the young teacher,who soon afterwards 
returned Chicagowards and, “ beginning 
big,”’ is now able to call a fair success his 
own, still recalNs that cow and barn transac- 
tiom that cost him $148 and brought him $18 
and wonders if music teaching in a small city 
is profitable, especially when you have to 
take your pay in “ produce.” 

The young tenor is a Chicagoan. He now is 
24 years of age, has been singing for the last 
seven years, but until he was 20 and his 
voice was fairly well schooled he clung to 
his position and salary in a bank. 

At 20 he believed the time was ripe for his 
entering the profession. He had a church 
position that paid him $5 a Sunday, and the

After Christmas another pupil came, but 


could take only one lesson a week, and until

The next autumn found him trying light 
opera, but he could find employment only as 
chorister at $15 per week. A few months 
later a new production was made by the 
company, he was given a small solo part, 
and his salary increased to $25a week. The 
life in cheap hotels and the traveling were 
not agreeable, but he had begun and he in- 
tended té “see the thing through.” June 
came and with it the end of the season. He 
had managed to save some $200 and deter- 
mined to take the summer “ off,” and try 
to prepare himself for better work in the 
fall. September found him almost penni- 
less, but an offer as second tenor in a new 
company was made him and $30 a week for 
thirty weeks promised. The fifth week out 
the company failed, and he was left stranded. 
He managed to return to Chicago, by a 
fortunate chance found a position vacant in 
the bank where he had worked before he be- 
came a “‘ professional,”’ and he now is draw- 
ing $20 a week, fifty-two weeks in the year, 
is singing again in church at $5 a Sunday, 
and when asked his opinion of music as a 
business said:

inside walls are covered with unslacked 
lime as a poor heat conductor, and then 
filled -with retort carbon or graphite and 
then have the reaction caused by electricity, 
the alloy, saturated with carbon under the 
high pressure which would naturally be 
caused in this bomb, would keep liquid for a 
long time and the carbon would have time 
during the long cooling process to crystallize 


in larger crystals. This would take place 
with all the more certainty the larger the 


quantity of the reaction mixture is and the 
longer the corresponding temperature and 
pressure would hold out. | 

* Instead of carbon proper a combination 
of it could be used, and graphite acid would 


‘be best sulted as, if mixed with aluminium, 


it may perhaps contribute to the reaction. 
The freed carbon would at once be heated 
to a high temperature, which otherwise 
would be done at the expense of the meth! 
reduced. In this manner the hydrogen de- 
veloped would even at a comparatively low 
temperature still exert a high pressure upon 
the mass in the bomb. The mixture of 
aluminium and graphite acid would, how- 
ever, have to be placed at the bottom of the 
bomb, as otherwise the metal would become 
saturated with carbon and on account of its 
consistency would not collect at the bottom.”

examination. He is asked whether he knows 
any of the parties in the case, any of their 
lawyers; whether he has a prejudice egainst 
any of them or against any Man On account 
of his nationality, religion, or business. 


Trials of Witnesses. 

If he gets into court as a witness his life 
has to be an'open book. If he is put on trial 
for any offense the microscope is one of the 
highest imaginable power. Even if the liti- 
gation in which he happens to become in- 
volved is civil tm its nature he is subjected 
to questions which challenge his right of 
privacy. Then the city direotory and the 
telephone directery men come around and 
they ask questions, and the agents who have 
things to sell ask questions.

All You Need Is a Typewriter and 
the Gbod Advice You Can 
Get for $2. 


HE fact that anybody who can use a 
typewriter has it in his power to be- 
come a second Charles Dickens and 
.that the crying need of the world at 
the present writing is for another 
Dickens is a fact that as yet has not pene- 
trated the understanding of the thousands 
of perfons whom it most affects. 

In a circular addressed to Chicago writers 
both on the newspapers and off it is made 
clear that a mastery of the typewriter is all 
that is needed to fit a man or a woman for 
Supremacy in literature. 

The circular comes not from a maker of 
typewriters but from a literary advising 
bureau in the east and is one of a number 
addressed to authors which have been pour- 
ing into Chicago lately. 

This is the season in which the Ifterary ad- 
viser is busiest. Not that July offers more 
inducements to writers than any other 
month, but that there appears to be an agree- 
ment between the various literary advisers 
to give all the instruction possible before 
autumm comes. 

In this ambition they are urged on not 
only by, the fees they will secure but by the 
unselfish determination to provide the read- 
ing public with another Charles Dickens. 


Seeking Earnestly for Authors, 

The appeal they send out is directed to the 
many persons who long for literary fame, and 
as a plece of persuasive writing is a triumph 
in itself? If by its means no successor to 
Dickens makes himself known within the 
next few months f will be time to acquiesce 
in the doctrine that the giants have perished 
off the earth and that the world will have to 
content itself with Rudyard Kipling, Thomas 
Hardy, and writers who, no matter how 
capable they are, are not quite Dickens. 

Why these literary advisers in the east 
think that in Chicago there is some great 
novelist as yet unknown is something that 
they must answer for themselves. 

In one of the half dozen letters recéived 
from various author making firms this sen- 
tence occurs: 

“In the tumultuous life of Chicago there 
is unquestionably some man who, if he will 
only apply himself and put his work under 
our patronage, will rise to heights of author- 
ship hitherto unreached. Chicago is a city 
where there are so many interests, so much 
hurry and so much color that surely there 
is In that city a man who can interpret that 
surging, restless life to his own advantage 
and to the advantage of the reading worid, 
which is waiting for a successor of Charles 
Dickens to make known."" 


Advice at Cut Rates. 
A little farther along in the circular is the 
advice about the typewriter and the informa- 
tion, #Hout the fees. For $2 the literary u- 


reau which sends out the latter will gladly 
revise any short story which the unknown 
author regards as in line with Dickens’ work, 
and for $10 the bureau will tell the author 
how his unpubfished novel may be made as 
effective as “ Nicholas Nickleby,” ‘“* David 
Copperfield,” or “‘ Barnaby Rudge.” 

The rate of instruction appears to be uni- 
form. The bureaus in New York, those in 
Boston, and those in Washington have seem-

Ma@kXing a great novel out of anor 
but typewritten material. — 

Each bureau insists that the stories sent 
it must be typewritten and the typewriting 
must be upon one side of the paper only. 

No one has any idea about the way in 
which the bureaus get the addresses of the 
authors they wish to reach. But the letters 
have been received by newspaper reporters, 
students at the University of Chicago and at 
Northwestern, pupils who were graduated 
from the high schools last month, and by 
young lawyers. 


Easy Way to Fortune.

SEES A WARSHIP BLOWN UP. 


Commander of the American Cruiser 
Helena Describes Disaster on a 
' Chinese Vessel. 


South Bend, Ind., July 26.—[{Special.}—A 


| letter bearing date of June 22 has just been 


received from-Commander Royell Ingersoll 
of this city, who is in command of the United 
States boat Helena, in Chinese waters, in 
which he describes in detail the accident of 
that date to the Chinese cruiser Kai-Chiti, 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
cruiser and the killing of about 150 men. 
Commander Ingersoll was one of the first 
men toreach thescene. Hesays: 

“* We had a most exciting time today, which 
was sad and startling in ite chafacter. We 
were witnesses of a most singuler catastro- 
phe. The Chinese cruiser Kai-Chiti, a ves- 
sel of about 2,000 tons, and a fine looking 
vesse], the station ship here, was wiped out 
of existence with all of its crew who were 
on board, except one man, within the twink- 
ling of an eye, by the blowing up of its mag- 
azine. About 150 men were killed and all 
the officers who were on board at the time. 


Gives Details of Explosion. 

“The ship was anchored about half a mite 
from this vessel below us on the other side 
of the river. It biew up just as I was sitting 
down to lunch. I had been looking at it a 
moment before, and had just gone down the 
cabin ladder when I heard a sharp explosion, 
like one of our oWn guns going Off. rushed 
on deck and saw an immense column of 
smoke a thousand feet up tn the air, with a 
heavy mushroom head, and still ascending, 
while a heavy cloud surrounded the spot 
where the crulser had been. Theair was full 
of fragments of the ship, and burning pleces 
ef canvas or clothing, while shelis were fall- 
ing about, some bursting as they fell. None 
fell near us. 

“ Within two minutes we hed six boats on 
the way to the scene to try to save life, if 
any remained alive. I went in the first boat. 
The smoke had settled down like a pall over 
the wreckage, but {it goon drifted away, and 
we saw the water covered for acres in extent 
with fragments of wood from theship. The 
heavy perts had sunk. There was ho sign 
of life when we reached the scene. Onc man 
was picked up by a Japanese gunboat which 
lay below the cruiser, and which had an- 
chored a few minutes before the explosion. 
If any remained alive they were quickly 
drowned. The bow of the ship sticking a 
few feet up in the air and part of the fore- 
mast were in view for some time, with the 
water boiling furiously near them, caused 
by escaping air or steam, but these parts 
disappeared dunng the afternoon. 


Cause of the Calamity Unknown. 


“The exact cause of this calamity will 
never be known, as none are alive who could 
tell the story, but we believe that it was due 
to eareless handling of gunpowder in -the 
magazine with naked lights, perhaps, or with 
a lantern which might have been broken 
accidentally. The captain of the ship left 
only a few minutes before it blew up and 
gave orders when he left to be ready to re- 
turn salute of the Japanese gunboat In case 
it saluted the port. The Jap did not salute, 
being a small vessel, but the magazine was 
opened probably to get-out or return the 
saluting powder. That is all that ever will 
be known, but the suddenness with which 
that ship and crew were annihilated was 
most startling, and shows the tremendous 
effect of the explosion of a ship’s magasine 
with its tons of explosives. 

“ We are all wéll on the Helena and have 
had cool and pleasant weather for a week, 
cloudy for the most part without rain. There 
is some sickness on the river among Chi- 
nese, and at Shanghai there is cholera. Eu- 
ropeans who take proper precautions have 
not much to fear.”

Im able Fort Monroe at Old _ Point 
Conta.” Ya. is to be made the “ show 
post’ of the United States without its 
efficiency being impaired in the slightest. 

The fort When — 
will stand in a class by itselt. e im 
diate work contemplated includes the forma- 
tion of an artillery at 
$400,000, a library at $100,000, and a 5e 
costing something like $500,000 to extend 
along the entire water front. 

After this work has begun the war depart- 
ment will turn its attention to further im- 
provements. The scheme, it is said, includes 
a light artillery park, new quarters for the 
officers and new barracks for the men, as 
well as an enlargement of the fortifications 
and an increase In the battery establishment. 
It is further stated that the navy will ul- 
timately figure in the expenditures and that 
an ideal rendezvous will be made at Hamp- 
ton Roads. 

Standing as it does on a strip of land which 
is almost entirely surrounded by water, over- 
looking Hampton Roads and commanding a 
view reaching as far north as the Clresa- 
peake, as far southward as Norfolk, and as 
far oceanward as the Virginia capes, Fort 
Monroe, the guard of the naval approach to 
the capital, js declared to be the logical site 
for a great military display. 

It is probable that when the federal work 
is finished Old Point Comfort will scarcely 
be recognizable to those who have visited it 
in the past. 

Fort Monroe is not only the largest forti- 
fication in the country, but possesses a his- 
toric interest surpassed by none.

Laws Lack Coherency. 


In general in the United States the ws 
governing marriages have been called often 
into question in so far as they have bear- | 
ing om the social life of the nation. A cer- 
tain lack of coherency in them has been de- 
plored on many sides, even without refer- 
ence to the miguse of the laws of divorce. 
Writing of the laws of the states 
and territories, Samuel W. Dike haé said: 

* Several states and territories define mar- 
riage in their statutes. Eighteen of these 
define ‘marriage as a civil contract. Others 
gtate that ‘marriage is a civil status ac- 
quired by the parties thereto by virtue of 
the contract, afterward executed by their 
relationship.’ California, Dakota, and Idaho 
say that ‘ eisa 1 relation, 


persona 
_ arising out of a civil contract to which the 
* consent of parties capable of. making it.’ is 


necessary. Georgia and Pennsylvania for- 
mally the encouragement of mar- 
riage. Other ‘states forbid its discourage- 


ment. Thirteen states declare expressly 


that marriages contracted are valid in those 
states if they were valid in the states where 
they were contracted. Only two or three 
make any attempt to restrict the marriage 
in another state of their own citizens, 
contrary: to thelr own: laws. ... No 
less than six states make no provision 
at all as.to thé age at which minors may 
marry.. Five probably leave this matter to 
the common law as interpreted by the courts, 
Four’ fail. to make provision for parental 
consent below some specified age; and a 
large number either say this consent may 
be written or verbal, or else fail to specify. 
the manner of it.’’

4 EW life dramas are more interesting 
and remarkable than those of men 
who, having made a complete failure 
of life, become dead to the world, and 
in a different environment “ rise. on 


a better regenerated life. 
One of the most striking of recent novels 


tells the story of a Canadian lawyer—a blood- 
less, self-seeking, cynical man—who, after 


happiness even to himself, is cut adrift from 
it by an accident which destroys his reason 
and memory for a time. When reason re- 
turns to him he finds himself im the beck 
woods, hundreds of miles away from home, 
and here, in the lowly rele of a village tailor) 
he se tappimself the task of atoning for the 
past by a life of honest work and human 
kindliness, which closes in an act of martyr- 
dom. This is the plot of Gilbert Parker's 
“Right of Way.” 

Improbable as such a story may be, it has 
equally striking counterparts in real life, the 
last act of one of which was played out less 
than a year ago in the east end of London.
